NAIROBI (Reuter I — The 
Anglican archbi^fop of Ugan¬ 
da and two cabinet ministers, 
arrested Wednesday night lor 
alleged complicity in a plot to 
overthrow President Idi 
Amin, have been, killed in an 
automobile a e ei dont , a Ugan. 
dan military spokesman an¬ 
nounced today. 

The archbishop. Most Rev. 
Janani Luwum and the two 
ministers were arrested 
Wednesday after a demon¬ 
stration at which 3,000 sol¬ 
diers of Amin's army de¬ 
manded summary execution 
of those involved in the plot. 

w The two cabinet ministers 
were the minister for land 
and water resources, Lt.-Col. 
Urenayo Wilson Oryerrra and 
Interior Minister Arphaxed 
Oboth-Ofumbi, 

News of the death of the 
aA'hblshop and the two min¬ 
isters was announced by 
Uganda Radio in a routine 
morning news broadcast, 
monitored here. 

The radio said “a govern¬ 
ment spokesman has learned 
with regret of the death of the 
archbishop and the two min¬ 
isters in a motor accident in 
-Kampala yesterday.” 
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Ottawa spending hike 
‘firmly controlled’

Gary Lauk ^(.NDP—Van¬ 
couver Centre) was then min¬ 
ister of economic develop¬ 
ment. 

Section 31 of the Develop¬ 
ment Corporation of British 
Columbia Act. approved by 
the Legislature in 1973 when 
the New Democratic Party 
was in »power, forbids the 
lending of money to compa¬ 
nies in which any MLA holds 
shares. 

The act states: “The cor¬ 
poration shall not make a 
loan to, or invest in.^arty in¬ 
dustrial enterprise j n which 
an MLA, directly or indirectly 
has a significant benefit." 

Skelly told the Colonist 
Wednesday that he had 
bought and was holding 
shares in the Alpine Car Co¬ 
operative in 1973 or 1974 when 
he introduced directors of the 
co-operative to then economic 
development minister Gary 
Lauk. 

“I can’t remember the 
exact month or year.” he 
said, “but I was a sharehold¬ 
er at the time, I recall that. I 
just introduced them to the 
minister, who advised them to 
apply to BCDC for a loan, 
/which they subsequently did.” 
Although Skelly couldn’t re¬ 
call specific dates, he said the 
application was for a loan of 
$53,000 and that the applica¬ 
tion w as approved and the 
money received. 

BCDC approved the loan for 
555.000 on June 6, 1974. 

Skelly also said he couldn’t 
remember when he bought his 
shares in the Co-operative. “It 
was a little while after they 
got established,” he said. 

Asked again if he was sure 
he was a shareholder when he 
introduced the officials to 
Lauk, he answered without 
hesitation, “Yes, I’m sure T 
wasT a ^shareholder at that 

time.** 

Shares in the Co-operative 
were sold publicly in the Al- 
berni Valley at 545 each, with

much as last year’s, and less 
than the evj>ected growth in 
the national economy of 11 
per cent, including inflation. 

The reduced rate of spend¬

trol of both the public trea¬ 
sury and the public service” 
he said. 

The auditor-general said 
three months ago that the 
government had lost spending 
control.

Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams Wednesday fired the 
three-man Workers’ Compen¬ 
sation Board. ^ 

Looking for new jobs as of 
Friday are vice-chairman 
John Berrtf and commis¬ 
sioners Terry Watt and 
George Kowbel. Berry has 
been associated with the WCB 
for more than 35 years. 

A new chairman, vice-chair¬ 
man and two commissioners 
will be named on the day the 
board members leave their of¬ 
fices. Williams refused to 
name the new members until 
after his recommendations 
were approved by cabinet, 
sometime today. 

The board chairman. Terry 
iBon, w’as fired by William* a 
year ago- The WCB has been 
without a full-time chairman 
since then. 

In recent weeks, pressure 
has mounted steadily for Wil¬ 


liams to name Ison's succes¬ 
sor and get rid-of the surviv¬ 
ing board members. 

He insisted Wednesday that 
his decision had nothing to do 
with demands from labor 
leaders, principally the Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America. 

Liberal leader Gordon Gib¬ 
son (North Vanccuver- 
Oapilano) immediately tagged 
the wholesale firing “the 
Wednesday morning massa¬ 
cre,” and added that unless 
Williams could come up with 
a remarkable replacement 
team, work of the JVCB would 
be severely impaired.

Don Mazankowski, treasury 
board critic for the Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives, said a 
measure of restraint was ex¬ 
ercised only by shifting the 
onto the provinces, 
still paid the bill. 

Andras conceded that a new 
federal-provincial cost-sharing 
agreement reached with the 
provinces in December would 
save the tederal treasury $970 
million.

The increased spending 
would not be inflationary. 
Andras said, even though it 
exceeded the government 
target of six-per-cent inflation 
by year-end. There was only 
“a remote relativity” between 
the spending figure and infla¬ 
tion. he said.

Human Resources Minister 
William Vander Zalm 
launched"a strong counter of¬ 
fensive Wednesday against 
the city of Victoria, claiming 
it was receiving “top-flight 
treatment” from the provin¬ 
cial government. 

The minister’s attack was an 
apparent response to a con¬ 
tinuing barrage from city 
council, which says the city 
isn’t getting a fair shake from 
the guvemmertt.

But the minister went one 
step further. He told city 
council it had missed the op¬ 
portunity to make-Victoria a 
beautiful oity. 

Instead of the “old English 
city”“TrCCdd be, Victoria was 
a mass of concrete, gasoline 
stations, hamburger stands 
and parking lots, Vander 
Zalm said. 


His remarks were later de¬ 
scribed as “crude and un¬ 
called for.” 

The minister’s freewheeling 
attack came during a speech 
to the Greater Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce at the 
Empress. 

The stage for the feud be¬ 
tween the provincial govern¬ 
ment and the city was set last 


January when Mayor Michael 
Young accused the govern¬ 
ment of being a “welfare 
bum” for pot paying its fair 
share of property ta.ves. 

Vander Zalm told the audi¬ 
ence of about 250 he w anted to 
set the record stralgfrt. 

When tiie NDP took office, 
he said, the city was receiv¬ 
ing about $300,000 in property 
taxes from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 


When the Socreds took of- 
liae. he said, the city was get¬ 
ting, about $400,000. In just 14 
months since, liowever, that 
had increased' to just under 
$800,000. 

If a number of other bene¬ 
fits were added to this, 
Vander Zalm said, the city 
was receiving just about $1 
million a year. 

“That's a whole lot better 
than $400,000,” he said. 

The minister also cited

Oil attack: If Japan can’t handle it, how can we?

Canada does not have the 
labor force or the equipment 
to handle a major oil spill. 

Social, economic as well as 
environmental damage will 
occur from a major spill, 
even^f “contingency planning 
and readiness is excellent.” 

These are just two of sever¬ 
al conclusions from a* report 
published by Environment 
Canada in-October, 1976, on a 
spill in the Inland Sea of 
Japan, which resembles the 
region of islands and straits 
separating Vancouver Island 
from Washington state. 


Surrounded by tlu*ee main 
islands, and dotted with 
smaller ones, the Inland Sea 
is almost identical U> the re¬ 
gion around Vancouver Is¬ 
land. Georgia/ Strait and 
Puget Sound. 

The similarities range from 
the l ugged eopfctljfle' and pine 
forests "to the strong tides; 
from water temperatures in 
winter to varities of seaweed 
and wildlife. 

Both, regions, besides look¬ 
ing the same, have rich fish¬ 
eries connected to fertile es¬ 
tuaries. 

The ecological balance of 
these estuaries, which act a*

source-pools for marine life, 
is delicate. 

Large oil tankers are being 
built larger all the time, not 
only to transport more oil but 
also to attract investors and 
increase profits. The tankers, 
some of them in v4blation of 
safety regulations, ply Juan 
de Fbca and Georgia straits 
every day 

Tankers of the same type 
also make their way up and 
down the Inland Sea coastline 
each day. 

But there is a major dif¬ 
ference between the two re¬ 
gions, other than the latitude 
or the language. 

The Inland Sea is still feel¬ 


ing the effects of an oil spill 
that occurred about two years 
ago at the Mitsubishi Oil 
Company refinery in Mizushi- 
ma. 

The refinery, completed in 
1961, is one of Japan’s most 
modem facilities, not only in 
its public sensitivity but- also 
in its capacity for processing 
270,000 barrels of crude oil a 
day. 

Two weeks after an 11- 
million-gallon refinery tank 
ruptured in December. 1974, 
Clive Nicol, a technician with 
the federal Environment Pro¬ 
tection Service in Vancouver, 
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Canada hasn 't labor or equipment to handle big spill 


was flovAi to the Inland Sea to 
observe rlpHnup opn ations. 

More than a year later, in 
May, 1976, the cleanup was 
continuing. 

A massixe effort, eosting 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars, by the pollution-cons¬ 


cious Japanese'lnvolved more 
than 200.000 persons, 38,000 
vessels and 300 aircraft.

The report concludes that 
Canada does not have the 
labor force, the population, or 
the equipment to handle' a 
major oil spill.

shareholder. Skelly says he 
held two shares, and declared 
himself a shareholder in his' 
disclosure statements of 1975 
and 1976. 

He still officially holds 
shares in the Co-operative, 
but as the organization went 
into voluntary bankruptcy in 
the spring of 1976, he’s not

Cordon Gibson (L - North 
Vancouver-Capilano) said the 
incident “proves once again 
how urgently we need con¬ 
flict-of-interest legislation in 
this province.

Skelly said the co-operative 
had paid off all its creditors

Asked if the loap would 
Have been approved had 
BCDC known Skelly was^ 
shareholder, the spokesman 
answered, “No.”

Economic Development 
Minister Donald Phillips, who 
for seven days faced a bar¬ 
rage of charges of conflict of 
interest frbm the Opposition, 
bluntly refused to comment 
on the Skelly affair. 

“I hope it isn’t true,” he 
said. “If it is, then it’s most 
unfortunate. Other than that, 
I have absolutely nothing to 
say. Nothing.”

June 14, 1973, roughly a 
year before BCDC granted the 
loan. 

Legal experts say that 
former cabinet minister Lauk 
could be in more trouble than 
Skelly. 

“The law is specific," one 
lawyer said, “but it is specific 
in its reference to BCDC. It 
doesn’t say Skelly can’t hold 
shares in a company or that 
the company he owns shares 
in can’t apply to BCDC for a 
loan. 

“What it does say is that 
BCDC cannot loan money to 
the company or organization.

Helen Beimes, the only 
council member at the meet¬ 
ing, said in an interview after 
the minister’s speech that he 
had some good points regard¬ 
ing the conglomeration of 
ugly buildings at the ap¬ 
proaches to .the city. 

But she added that the min¬ 
ister was “just a little 
biased.” 

Aid. William Tindall was a 
little miffed at the minister’s 
remarks and asked whether 
Vander Zalm had takfn a 
stroll lately in Beacon Hill 
Park or along the Inner Har¬ 
bor. 

Regarding the top-flight 
treatment the city was get¬ 
ting. according to ihe min¬ 
ister, Tindall said the only 


way to resolve the matter was 
for the government to pay full 
taxes, instead of only 15 mills 
annually. 

If property taxes paid by 
the government had doubled, 
then only because the provin- 
cially-owned office space had 
increased dramatically. 

“The government isn’t pay¬ 
ing a cent more for its hold¬ 
ings in the city,” Tindall said. 

Tindall said it still came 
down to one point—the city 
w r as subsidizing the provincial 
government- He said a big 
jump in payments received 
from the government oc¬ 
curred in 1976 when assess¬ 
ment of provincially-owned 
land and buildings rose to $42 
million from the previous 
year’s $27 million. 

That year, many new’ pro¬ 
vincial buildings were com¬ 
pleted, he said. 

But the increase wasn’t the 
result of any philanthropic 
gesture on the part of the gov¬ 
ernment, TindaiH said. 

The minister’s remarks re¬ 
garding the city’s appear¬ 
ance, Tindall said, were 
“crude and uncalled for.” 

If the city didn’t have to 
subsidize the government and 
worry about people losing 
their homes, “we could tq>end 
a lot more money on the 
things the minister would like 
to see,” Tindall said.

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Partisan thinking 


I N 1960 PARLIAMENT passed an act for the 
recognition and protection of human rights and 
fundamental freedoms which became known as the 
Canadian Bill of Rights. Fathered by the then prime 
ministel*' John Diefenbaker, the act affirms that the 
Canadian nation is founded upon principles that 
acknowledge the supremacy of God, the dignity and 
worth of the human person and the position of the 
family in a society of free men and free institutions. 

The essence of the act is contained in Part 1, which 
reads: 

1. It is hereby recognized and declared that in 
Canada there have existed and shall continue to exist 
without discrimination by reason of race, national 
origin, color, religion or sex, the following human 
rights and fundamental freedoms, namely, 

(a) the right of the individual to life, liberty, 
security of the person and enjoyment of property, 
and the right not to be deprived thereof except by 
due process of law: 

(b) the right of the individual tP equality before the 
law and the protection of the law; 

(c) freedom of religion; 

(d) freedom of speech; 

(e) freedom of assembly and association; and 
(f) freedom of the press. 

Since its proclamation Mr. Diefenbaker has sent 
out some 4,000 copies of the Bill to schools, court 
rooms fend other institutions throughout the country. 
Until three months ago the cost of the copies ($1.25 
each) was borne by subsequent governments as a 
courtesy to the former prime minister. 


However this courtesy was abruptly withdrawn in 
November of last year by Supply Minister Jean*Pierre 
Goyer. whose office informed Mr. Diefenbaker that he 
would henceforth be charged for any copies of the bill 
he ordered. It also presented him with a bill for $210.85 
for some additional copies he had requested. 

Mr. Diefenbaker promptly returned the copies and 
expressed his surprise at the change of attitude of the 
government. 

The former prime minister is not the only one to 
be amazed at Mr. Goyer s chintzy action. While it is 
laudable to see such dedication on the part of the 
supply minister to the much vaunted but little 
practised principle of economizing in government 
spending, it is extremely unlikely that the saving of the 
cost of a few hundred copies of the Canadian Bill of 
Rights will do much to balance the budget at this time. 

Austerity, of course, is not the reason for Mr. 
Goyer’s action, at all. What he doesn't like is that Mr. 
Diefenbaker’s name appears on all the printed copies 
of the Bill the former prime minister has been 
distributing. As a result, Mr. Goyer and some of his 
cabinet colleagues feel that Mr. Diefenbaker is using 
them as cheap propaganda for the Conservative Party 
wherever they, appear — in schools, courtrooms or 
other institutions. 

Regardless of Ottawa’s partisan thinking on this 
matter, it is to be hoped that the Canadian Bill of 
Rights will not now be taken out of circulation. 

It is an extremely important document and should 
continue to be distributed to all our schoolrooms — 
even if Mr. Diefenbaker's name is removed. 


Library prospects 




I F GREATER VICTORIA is going to have a new 
central library to replace the old one 
at Blanshard and Yates, its location in 
the provincial building under construction at 
Blanshard and Courtney, extending to Broughton for 
part of its length, is eminently suitable. 

In predicting last week that the communiity 
would have a new library within two years, Recreation 
and Conservation Minister Sam Bawlf wouldn’t say 
where it would be. But even if Mayor Michael Young 
hadn't mentioned this possible use of the provincial 
building in his inaugural address this year, many 
citizens might have guessed the proposed site 
correctly from his description. 

It was not only central, but close to parking and 
bus services. 

The library, if accommodated in the new building, 


couldn’t be closer to parking. It will be on tpp of 
several levels of it, already taking shape. 

B$^,the location is not the only virtue of tbe 
concept, which quickly was confirmed by Mayor 
Young. As he said in the inaugural address, placing the 
library in the floor space above the underground 
parking “would be a much more logical use of the site 
than the development of another massive provincial 
government office building which will only add to the 
surfeit of vacant office accommodation in downtown 
Victoria.’’ 

On top of these advantages, there would be one 
more. Whether or not the government is going to 
change its ways and pay the equivalent of full 
municipal taxes, it would be just as well to have a tax- 
exempt institution in this building and to free the 
Yates-and-Blanshard property to generate civic 
revenue again.

For the first time in its 
history, the American electoral

It's no historical quirk. A 
small but steadily growing 
number of top federal elected 
officials are becoming conver¬ 
sant in Spanish, as the es¬ 
timated 20 million persons of 
Spanish-speaking backgrounds 
(including residents of Puerto 
Rico and illegal aliens) show 
signs of overtaking the 24.5 mil¬ 
lion blacks as the country’s 
largest racial minority.

Intent on addressing his hosts 
in their own tongue, he dragged 
himself bleary-eyed to the 
State Department at 6 a m. 
every day* for months for two 
hours of Spanish lessons He 
gave hi^ speech in passable 
Spanish, and has kept up with* 
the language ever since. 

The majority leader’s 
* Spanish probably has not hurt 
him among his Mexican- 
American constituents, either 
It is strictly a side benefit, 
however , only 7 per cent of his 
district’s residents are of 
Spanish ancestory. 

But for other congressmen, 
burgeoning Hispanic con¬ 
stituencies may be the chief in- 
centive for learning the 
language.

Confirmation of unethical 
kickbacks to some of its Euro¬ 
pean customers by Polysar 
Ltd., a Crown corporation with 
an otherwise impressive 
•history and record, is more 
than disappointing 
It's a “shocker,” exclaimed 
Alan Bawrence, (PC — 
Northumberland Durham) 
chairman of the Commons 
public accounts committee, 
referring to a report by John 
Avlesworth, a retired Ontario 
Court of Appeal judge, and 
David Stanley, a Polysar direc¬ 
tor and vice-president of Wood 
Gundy Ltd. “It will add to an 
over-all impression that some 
Canadian Crown agencies are 
not only engaged in irregular 
financial procedures, but . 
facilitated illegal or unethical 
business practices.” 

★ ★ ★ 

The suspicion that something 
was rotten in the state of 
Polysar has persisted since 
former Auditor-General Max¬ 
well Henderson revealed, last 
fall, that he had reported ir¬ 
regularities to Prime Minister 
Trudeau in a private letter in 
March 1973. 

The PM, in turn, had passed 
the problem to C. M. (Bud) 
Drury for attention. Drury 
phoned the company and was 
told that the invoicing system 
(involving rebates) “was an 
acceptable commercial prac¬ 
tice.” 

Further assurance came 
from John Silver, company PR 
spokesman, who issued a state¬ 
ment to the effect that there 
was nothing “illicit or illegal” 
in the rebates which were only 
volume discounts. 

Two days later, Polysar 
President Ian Rush said that 
“the customers were fully en¬ 
titled to the rebates” and any 
suggestion of secret payments 
was “completely ridiculous.” 

Now we learn, however, that 
the company assurances were 
meaningless and that 
everyone, the prime minister 
and Bud Drury included, had 
been hoodwinked. “Objec¬ 
tionable or questionable” pay¬ 
ments totalling $4.8 million 
were made to 13 direct 
customers and 14 distributors 
between 1970 and the third 
quarter of. 1976.

“The sole criterion applied 
by^ Polysar,” according to 
Messrs. Aylesworth and 
Stanley,” was whether or not it 
was consistent with Swiss law 
We cannot report to you that 
we approve of a criterion that 
what is acceptable is what one 
can get away with.” 

On the basis of the report, 
commissioned by the company 
bogrd of directors, Polysar 
(which makes synthetic rub¬ 
ber, latex, plastic and 
chemicals) is now revising its 
position.

The secrecy obsession 
on Parliament Hill

Prime Minister Trudeau as¬ 
serted recently that Canadians 
have as many rights as 
Americans do, and that Cana¬ 
dian rights are zealously, 
protected by government. His 
statement was made in 
response to a challenge that 
RCMP files on citizens be un¬ 
conditionally opened for in¬ 
spection. Recent American 
legislation, The Privacy Act, 
opposes secrecy in government 
and forced the FBI and other 
organs of government to let 
citizens see what information 
about them is stored in the 
files. To the proposal that 
Canada follow a similar prac¬ 
tice, Trudeau replied that he 
sees no need for that. * 

★ ★ ★ 

Ironically, recent revelations 
about an existing “black list” 
of potentially disruptive civil 
servants, academics and 
others, who have never been in¬ 
formed of special surveillance 
directed against them, negate 
the prime minister’s stand. A 
reluctant government is stall¬ 
ing a Canadian Freedom of In¬ 
formation Act, currently 
before the Joint Committee on 
Statutory Instruments. 

Nevertheless, in the terms of 
the political ideology on which 
the Canadian system of govern¬ 
ment is structured, Trudeau is 
right. The power of the people 
is limited to casting an oc¬ 
casional vote for a prospective 
member of Parliament who, 
depending on the general elec¬ 
tion results and his standing 
within his party, may be an ob¬ 
scure back-bencher or a 
cabinet minister

The assumption is that the 
best will be elected, and from 
among these the nation’s ex¬ 
ecutive will be gleaned.

participating In the legislative 
process by means of popular in¬ 
itiatives, referenchjms or recall 
petitions. 

In short, between elections, 
the delegation of power to and 
trust in government are sup¬ 
posedly complete. 

The government’s obsession 
with secrecy expresses itself in 
many ways. A typical example 
can be seen in a recent official 
publication: Careers, Public 
Service, Canada — Foreign 
Service. The booklet gives 
sample questions for Foreign 
Service applicants. Question 19 
reads: 

As the responsible immigra¬ 
tion officer, you have refused a 
prospective immigrant 
because of a criminal offence 
of which you have been in¬ 
formed in a strict confidence. 
The applicant telephones and 
asks to meet you. He wants to 
know the real reasons for your 
refusal since, at a previous 
meeting, you said that he had a 
promising future in Canada. In 
the circumstances you 
should 

(1) tell him that your busy 


schedule prevents you from 
seeing him right away and ask 
him to call back later; 

(2) suggest that he refer the 
matter to your supervisor; 

(3) confirm to him that 
regrettably the decision is 
final: 

(4) meet with him and tell 
him the reason for your 
refusal. 

The correct answer is 3, 
“Confirm to him that regret¬ 
tably the decision is final.” 

★ ★ ★ 

There is no allowance here 
for malicious misinformation 
inserted into a applicant’s 
record. Perhaps his employer 
— or even his government — 
doesn’t want him to emigrate 
to Canada. 'All that’s required 
is an anonymous slur — and the 
awesome discretion of an im¬ 
migration officer. Justice, or 
at least equity, would indicate 
that a person should be told of 
the charge against him — even 
if the source is not revealed 

But then, as a point of princi¬ 
ple, how could this be expected 
from a government that would 
not extend such a courtesy 
even to its own citizens?

“A cup of coffee and two straws, please.” 



“Mirror, mirror, on the wall, 
who is the fairest of them all?” 


Basking on a black sand beach, playing roulette or bouje 
in one of the five casinos, gossiping over coffee in a pave¬ 
ment cafe, sipping cheap Portuguese wine on the hotel 
balcony overlooking the harbor. Can you guess the name of 
this idyllic tourist spot? 

The answer is China, for Macau, the 16-square-kilometre 
enclave off China’s southern border, is officially Chinese ter¬ 
ritory under Portuguese •administration. 

The new status, which endfed 400 years of direct rule 
from Lisbon, was introduced in February, 1976, following a 
train of events initiated by the fall of the Salazar regime in 
Portugal. 

The socialist-minded soldiers who took steps to end Por¬ 
tugal’s empire wanted to return Macau to China, but Peking 
was unwilling: The absorption of the territory might have 
eroded confidence in Hong Kong which continues to have 
financial importance to China. So a new relationship was 
worked out. 

Macau’s governor. Colonel Garcia Leandro.-and the 17- 
member legislative assembly walk the tightrope between 
Peking and Lisbon, while trying to please the 300,000 
Macanese, 98 per cent of them Chinese. 

The assembly has been operating only since August, but 
has already split into three distinct groups : the conservative, 
pro-big business party, the Association to Defend the 
Interests of Macau (ADIM). headed by Assembly Chairman 
Carlos d’Assumpcao; the four indirectly elected and two ap¬ 
pointed Chinese members led by multi-millionaire banker Ho 
Yin, who reflects official mainland Chinese attitudes (Macau 
has not direct diplomatic links with Peking), and the 
remaining two elected and three appointed Portuguese 
members who have no fixed policies and act as a floating 
vote and whose attitude is crucial to the outcome of motions 
tabled by the other groups. 

Only 200 Chinese voted in the first assembly election, ap¬ 
parently because of an instinct that they should stay out of a 
political system which basically concerns foreigners. 

Leandro has had trouble with ADIM because of his tough 
line in the negotiations with the gambling syndicate which 
runs the casinos, Sociedade de Tourismo e Diversoes de 
Macau, and whose annual net profits are believed to be in the 
region of $250 million Hong Kong. After five months of talks 
the syndicate was committed to payments in taxes, rents 
and investments of about $80 million Hong Kong a year 
(against only about $9 million previously). 

This extra revenue will help Macau fulfil its aim of 
becoming economically self-sufficient which is part of the 
deal struck with Portugal in formulating the new 
relationship. 

A major effort is being put into infrastructure: A new 
power station on Coloane Island will begin operation this 
year; two dams on the island will be completed soon, which 



Nuclear 

danger 


I am writing on a matter of 
imminent concern to Cana¬ 
dians, and indeed, to people 
throughout the world. That is 
the growing threat of annihila¬ 
tion by nuclear attack. To 
paraphrase the words of Dr. 
William Epstein, international 
expert on arms control, we are 
sitting on many time bombs— 
of pollution, population, 
poverty, race—but the greatest 
of all is the nuclear weapons 
time bomb. Dr. Epstein and his 
colleagues fear the use of these 
weapons, by accident or 
design, within several decades. 
The world has not yet noted the 
lesson of Albert Einstein—at 
the moment of the successful 
splitting of the atom, war as 
necessary evil was outmoded. 

Canadians have not 
historically been an aggressive 
nation. Why the need to 
become involved today in this 
controversy? Obviously, 
because no area of earth will be 
spared in a nuclear war. And, 
because President Carter 
needs all the support he can get 
in his desire to reverse the 
arms race, and ultimately 
remove nuclear weapons from 
the face of the earth. He has 
many obstacles. 

Russia, once again 
persecuting her intellectuals, 
hardly seems in the mood for 
drastic reduction of arms. 
Further, Carter’s own military 
chiefs continuously call for 
larger budgets and harp on the 
necessity of balance of power. 
But the greatest obstacle to 
nuclear disarmament is the 
blind acceptance by masses of 
people that “balance of power” 
is a meaningful concept today, 


and the naive hope that even¬ 
tually shelters resistant to 
nuclear attack will protect us. 
These are utterly false. There 
have been in existence for 
years more than enough 
nuclear weapons to destroy the 
earth. Further, bomb shelters 
can offer protection in nuclear 
warfare only for a matter of 
hours. There is no lasting 
protection from fire, earth¬ 
quakes, floods, alteration of 
weather patterns, fallout and 
the destruction of the food 
chain. 

In the 30s. millions of people 
throughout the world left the 
governing of the world in the 
hands of the “men at the top.” 
They included Hitler, Mus¬ 
solini. the militarists of Japan 
and American-backed Chiang 
Kai-chek. Today, we are 
repeating this neglect. Citizens 
neglect their governments and 
governments pay no heed to the 
lessons of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. To continue so, 
means to accept that our 
children will probably not live 
to middle age. Courage, im¬ 
agination and foresight could 
alter this situation. We need 
concerned citizens and com¬ 
mitted governments.

Macau’s commerce is controlled by pro-Peking Chinese, 
and its textile industry — basically a workshop for Hong 
Kong — by Hong Kong Chinese. Despite the virtual ending of 
Macau’s colonial status, it is trying to develop a closer 
relationship with Portugal in internatinal trade. Portugal 
plans to use the territory to promote its own trade with 
Asia, and Lisbon has promised to help Macau gain ground 
lost in Portugal’s former African colonies. 

The 36-year-old governor knows that Macau will continue 
to be dependent on gambling and tourism for the foreseeable 
future. Last year more than 500,000 tourists visited the ter¬ 
ritory, all of them via Hong Kong 50 kilometres away, in 
addition to 2.4 million visitors from the neighboring British 
colony and mainland China. 

These figures are a record for Macau, and mark an end 
to a three-year decline in arrivals as a result of the general 
world economic turn-down. Most went to gamble — not only 
at the casinos but on greyhounds at the Canidrome and on 
pelota, one of the fastest ball games in the world. 

An idea of the extent of the gambling can be gauged from 
thp fact that 122 dog racing meetings were held last year 
producing a totalisator turnover of $207.37 million Hong 
Kong. 

A fascinating feature of the gambling in Macau is that 
the participants are so unlike the fur and sharp suit set which 
patronise European casinos: most of those at the tables are 
working-class, many are positively down-at-heel and ragged¬ 
ly dressed yet produce rolls of banknotes from their pockets. 

The young governor is putting a lot of emphasis on 
tourism, and negotiations are under way for two major 
hotel projects, one each on Taipa and Coloane islands, where 
future developments are to be concentrated. 

New legislation is being framed to control the industry 
and recently-introduced conservation laws to protect the old 
Portuguese-style houses and Cobbled streets are being ap¬ 
plied to preserve the charm of the territory, which 
capitalises on being so different from the bustle and concrete 
of Hong Kong. 

Relations with the colony are uneasy, with Macau — 
once the powerhouse of Western influence in the East — 
jealous of the colony’s success and irritated by its often 
patronizing attitude. In some ways, such as the functioning 
of the elected assembly, Macau is setting the pace. 

Now there is talk of a currency-issuing central bank and 
even of an airport — a development which would ease the 
territory’s dependence on Hong Kong. 

Late last year Leandro disclosed that talks on the airport 
scheme had started a year before and that two studies, one 
official and one private, had been commissioned to look into 
the feasibility of the project, which would be in Taipa. 

However, China's approval would have to be obtained for 
such an important undertaking, and that is directly linked to 
Hong Kng’s own tentative plans for a second airport to cater 
to traffic growth. That in turn is wrapped up in Hong Kong’s 
future after Britain’s lease on most of the colony’s land ex¬ 
pires in 1997 — one suggestion is that an airport should be 
built across the border in China to serve both Hong Kong and 
Canton. 

It looks as though, however ambitious Leandro’s plans 
for the tiny territory, he will have to go at a pace that others . 
dictate. The future is therefore hard to predict. But as one 
highly-placed Portuguese official commented: “Anything’s 
possible here. We could be gone tomorrow — but don’t be 
surprised if we’re still around in another 400 years.” 


Brazil voices annoyance 
at U.S. nuclear obstacle 


Latin Americans are beginning to rally to the assistance 
of Brazil in its problems with the United States. 

Particularly those countries that have or are developing 
nuclear power plants have cause to side with Brazil 

President Carter’s apparent determination to block 
Brazil from obtaining nuclear reactors and technology from 
West Germany has put all hemisphere nations on notice. 

Carter has made it clear he wants to prevent the spread 
of the nuclear technology in the Americas and the rest of the 
world. 

Of course, Latin Americans applaud his long-range goal 
of completely eliminating nuclear weapons from the earth. 

But the Latin countries all disclaim any interest in mak¬ 
ing atomic bombs, they want to develop the peaceful use of 
nuclear energy, specifically to generate electric power. 

That is what Argentina Tias been doing for some time 
now. 

That is what Brazil and Mexico and other countries are 
working toward. 

Brazilians consider the Carter administration’s efforts 
to convince West Germany to modify its agreement with 
Brazil an affront to Brazilian sovereignty. 

They resent the United States telling them what they 
may op may not do to ensure the economic development of 
their country.

Already voices of protest are being raised against what, 
for example, the Buenos Aires newspaper, La Opinion, 
termed “the North American offensive against Brazil,” 

La Opinion commented that “the fate of Brazil today 
could be that of Argentina tomorrow.” 

“The North American offensive against Brazil, destined 
to keep it from proceeding with its plan to install eight power 
reactors and uranium enrichment and reprocessing plants, is 
a blow that could be fatal to the nuclear industry in the 
developing world,” La Opinion said. 

Another prestigious Argentine newspaper, La Nacion, 
earlier noted that “as is the case with Brazil, Argentina is 
faced with strong international pressure (to sign the nuclear 
non-proliferation treaty) and thus also faces the serious risk 
of seeing its nuclear development plan postponed if it does 
not do so.” 

“It is necessary that Argentina seek ways to co-operate 
with its sister republic and ensure that its Freedom of deci¬ 
sion is safeguarded,” La Nacion said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
number of new homes started 
in the United States in Jan¬ 
uary fell by the biggest mar¬ 
gin ever recorded for a single 
month, largely as a result of 
severe winter weather, the 
government said Wednesday. 

The construction industry 
had been one identified by ad¬ 
ministration economists as 
among those hardest hit by 
the vinter weather, and the 
commerce department’s re¬ 
port on housing starts for the 
month showed a 27 per cent 
drop from December. That 
surpassed the previous record 
tall of 26 per cent in March 
I960. 

The department also report¬ 
ed that the number of build¬ 
ing permits issued, an indica¬ 
tion of future activity in the 
housing industry, declined 
13.7 per cent. Permits had 
fallen 4.8 per cent In De¬ 
cember. 

The number of homes start¬ 
ed was at a seasonally adjust¬ 
ed annual rate of 1.375 mil¬ 
lion. compared to 1.884 million 
in December. The number of 
permits issued totaled 1.307 
million on an annual basis.

Lang told Gordon Ritchie 
(PC-Dauphini that a booklet, 
“describing the total financial 
situation with regard to that 
crop year is about to go into 
the mail.” 

Ritchie complained of 
“great dissatisfaction” among 
producers over the recently 
announced final payment. 
Many farmers feel the pay¬ 
ments were too low and they 
were short-changed, he said.

“A lower federal sales tax 
would provide proportionately 
greater benefits for the lower 
income groups and have a fa¬ 
vorable impact on the con¬ 
sumer price index,” it said.

The CMA also said a 50-per- 
cent tariff reduction proposed 
at tfte General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) ne¬ 
gotiation in Geneva would 
have a disastrous effects on 
Canada’s steel, electronics, 
electrical and chemical indus¬ 
tries. " 

It said some firms have 
taken the government’s “stat¬ 
ed objective” of a substantial 
reduction in tariffs as a signal 
that manufacturers should be 
preparing to convert their 
business to that of importing 
their products.

ed by catcalls, cheers and 
“Hello, Beautiful!” as she 
walked onto the stage of the 
tiny theatre.

There is a site near Gangee 
for the dumping of up to 
15,000 gallons of sewage a 
month. 

“Once we know a date for 
sewers we would be more le¬ 
nient and may allow holding 
tanks if there is enough land 
to accommodate the ef¬ 
fluent.”

“If they (U.S. drivers) 
cross over from Blaine and go 
screaming along at 80 mile* 
an hour) they’ll never live to 
reach Saanich,” Aid.

"Next year it will be even 
worse. That's when we have 
to put all our signs in 
French,” he said jokingly.

Aid. Ian Cass said The met¬ 
ric commission should divert 


some of its “plentiful adver¬ 
tising budget’’ to a more use¬ 
ful endeavor — assisting mu¬ 
nicipal governments in mak¬ 
ing the conversion. 

The committee will recom¬ 
mend to council that an ap¬ 
proach be made to the federal 
government seeking funds to 
help defray the coat of the 
program.

Charges that the press in 
Victoria was creating a “neg¬ 
ative atmosphere” by misrep¬ 
resenting the government’s 
policies also drew favorable 
response from the audience. 

Vander Zalm spoke to a 
chamber luncheon at the 
Kmpress, attended by about 
230 people. 

The audience sat rather 
quietly through his tongue- 
lashing of Victoria city coun¬ 


cil, but warmed up to the 
enunciation of his welfare po¬ 
licies. 

He spoke of people who 
lived on Salt Spring Island 
and had “never picked up a 
shovel” but received welfare. 

One welfare recipient, he 
said, had rpade life misrable 
for a number of human re¬ 
sources ministers before him. 
When the man was interview¬ 
ed and asked what kind of job 
he wanted, the government 
was able to find him the job, 
along with the pay he had 
specified. 

“He refused the job. lie is 
no longer receiving welfare," 
Vander Zftlm said, amid 


cheers of “Hear, hear.” 

Victoria daily newspapers, 
the minister said, were 
“creating too much of a nega¬ 
tive atmosphere.” 

He gave examples of head- 
lines reading “Mincome 
wiped out” and “Pharmacare 
slashed ...” (Neither head¬ 
line appeared in the Colonist.)

Premier keeps pushing 


Premier Bennett said this 
week that he intended to keep 
pushing for a five-region Can¬ 
ada under a strong central 
government, despite criticisn\ 
from other first ministers. 

Nova Scotia’s Premier 
Orald Regan has already 
called Bennett’s five-region 
policy “utter nonsense.” 

“Premier Regan is a good 
friend of mine,” Bennett re¬ 
sponded. "I gpess he just 
hasn't'taken the time to read 


or listen to what we are try¬ 
ing to say.’” 

Bennett argues, as his fa¬ 
ther W. A. C. Bennett did be¬ 
fore him, that five regions — 
the Atlantic, Quebec, Ontario, 
the Prairies and the Pacific 
— would be the best system, 
under a federal over-all juris¬ 
diction, to govern Canada. 

“The confederation of the 
five regions is the only way 
you can run a country of just 


over 20 million people,” Ben¬ 
nett said. 

As for critics of new ideas, 
the premier said Canadians 
couldn’t just stand around 
“wringing their hands.” 

He said that if there was 
ever a time for new ideas, the 
time was now. “People who 
stand around saying, ’Do 
something’ while bringing in 
no new’ ideas aren’t helping 
much,” he said.

New stable sought 
for Shanks ’ mare

Wanted: Good home for 
100 -year-old horse. 

The full-sized dummy 
horse, acquired 27 years 
ago by veteran Victoria 
businessman Robert 
Shanks, has occupied a 
prominent spot ever since 
in Shanks’ Saddlery win¬ 
dow at Douglas and Mar¬ 
ket streets. 

Now. because the store 
is being relocated, the 
horse must be found new 
quarters. 

The model of a well- 
bred harness horse, was 
offered by Shanks to Vic¬ 
toria archivist Ainslie 
Helmcken some time ago 
as a city archives addi¬ 
tion. 

Shanks suggested it 
could be placed at the 
main firehall on Yates 
Street, between the shafts 
of an old firewagon that is 
preserved there. The fire 


chief was enthusiastic, he 
says, but firemen "didn’t 
think much of the idea’’ 
for some unknown reason. 

Helmcken, after the un- 
expected setback, 
suggested the ’"herrtfige” 
piece be offered to the 
Provincial Museum. 

That was several days 
ago, and with time run¬ 
ning short and no word 
back from Helmcken, 
Shanks has decided to "go 
public" in his appeal for a 
new home for the muse¬ 
um piece. 

“I feel it’s time we had 
a permanent place for the 
oldtimer: somewhere 

away from the hustle and 
bustle of the busy com¬ 
mercial area.” 

Shanks is open to all 
suggestions from heri¬ 
tage-minded groups in the 
city wanting to find a new 
home for the dummy — 
named Peanuts. 

Shanks was once of¬ 


fered “a fair chunk" of 
money for Peanuts by 
some American tourists, 
and when he mentioned 
this in a radio interview, 
he was deluged by phone 
calls from Victorians urg¬ 
ing him not to let the 
dummy go. Some said 
that as young children the 
highlight of a visit to town 
was to see "Shanks’ 
mare” — it’s a gelding re¬ 
ally. 

Shanks, who sold his 
business last year after 50 
years (in the same loca¬ 
tion, refused to put a 
price tag on the horse. 
"It's like an antique — in¬ 
valuable.” 

Dummy horses made of 
wood, covered with burlap 
and plaster of paris, were 
an integral part of all 
saddlery stores of conse¬ 
quence a hundred years 
ago. They were used to 
display saddles and 
harnesses.

Royal Jubilee will be ex¬ 
panded from 580 acute-care 
beds to duri ng the same 
period. 

The emphasis at the new 
hospital,will be on surgical fa¬ 
cilities. along with some one- 


Boxcar ‘’lit,'* 
fire lasts 
> three hours 

Victoria firefighters fought 
a boxcar arson fire at Tyee 
Road Wednesday lor about 
three hours, until 9:30 p.m.. 
and while fighting this fire 
were called on a false alarm 
to the Alkazar Mansion on 
Fairfield.

of-a-kind regional services 
such as obstetrics, neonatal 
intensive care and the burns 
unit. 

In building the new new 
hospital, which will eventually 
have 500 beds and completely 
replace the existing VGH fa¬ 
cility, the emphasis will be on 
costly full-size departments 
designed to accomodate the 
full oOO-bed facility, even 
though only 300 beds will be 
provided by 1981. This will 
make the best use of "scarce 
capital dollars/’ said the proj¬ 
ect building committee, which 
made the over-all recommen¬ 
dation to the board. 

Still to be determined is just 
how the two divisions of the 
hospital can be split without 
affecting patient'care. 

John Clark, hospital plan¬ 
ning director, said this would 
be the subject of the “func¬ 
tional planning” process to 
take place over the next two 
months. 

"It will be difficult," given 
the restraints on hospital size 
and financing, Clark admit¬ 
ted, "but it won’t be impossi¬ 
ble.” 

The commission’s outside 
consultant. Dr. Peter Hart, in 
a rei>ort made public at 
Wednesday's meeting, fully 
agreed that the task of split¬ 
ting the hospital was formid¬ 
able. 

After looking at the 300-J69 
bed split from three different 
directions. Hart concluded 
there was only one way to do 
it: Put acute-care beds at the 
northern division and "sub¬ 
acute" at the southern. 

Furthermore, the northern 
division should be a minimum 
of 350 beds, rather than 300, 
and no more renovations than 
necessary for the southern di¬ 
vision’s sub-acute care role 
should be made. 

Hart’s recommendation 
would mean the loss of 169 
acute-care beds for the region 
until the new hospital could 
be expanded to full capacity. 

The hospital planning com¬ 
mission’s final decision did 
not mollify four members of 
the Victoria Medical Associa¬ 
tion — Drs. Peter Banks, Don 
Carlow, John Hough and Nor¬ 
man Bailey — who attended 
the meeting. 

Banks* said the doctor’s 
main concern was safety, and 
in a written brief to the com¬ 
mission he said any division 
of the hospital which would 


put patients with acute cases 
in both divisions could result 
in some serious problems with 
emergency cases. 

"It is our opinion that this 
new type of division would, in 
fact, be extremely unsafe and 
would lay open those resjjonsi- 
ble to legal procedure from 
the relatives of the de¬ 
ceased." 

Banks said members of the 
medical staff had met the 
consultant, Hart, on Saturday, 
and in referring to the idea of 
splitting the hospital, Hart 
had said "I agree, this is 
crazy." 

Clark responded that he 
was "very disturbed that Dr\ 
Hart, offer meeting the proj¬ 
ect building committee only 
the day before talking to the 
doctors, and fully agreeing at 
that time to the committee’s 
recommendation, had changed 
his recommendation." 

Commissioner Terry Pren¬ 
tice also criticized the consul¬ 
tant. this time for saying in 
his re|>ort to the project build¬ 
ing committee that the 300-169 
split was not feasible. 

"I am concerned that whfen 
the consultant is asked to 
come back with a functional 
plan for a 300-bed hospital, he 
says, don't do iL_ We should 


make it clear that the consul¬ 
tants are to work to their 
terms of reference, or we will 
have to find another consul¬ 
tant." 

Regional hospital board 
chairman Art Young cri¬ 
ticized leaking of the consul¬ 
tant’s report to other people. 

"Only four people had that 
report, and yet Dr. Banks and 
other doctors were quoting 
from it in the press. This is 
really disturbing.” 

Commissioner Dr. Donald 
Shorting complained that the 
whole exercise was futile, 
since Health Minister Robert 
McClelland appeared to be 
making all the decisions any¬ 
way. 

"It is well known that Vic¬ 
toria has the most obsolete 
acute-care facilities in the 
country,” Shorting said. "The 
way the minister is behaving, 
this committee is unneces¬ 
sary.” 

Shorting questioned whether 
even Hart's sole recommend¬ 
ed course of action was possi¬ 
ble. The term "sub-acute 
care” was meaningless, he 
maintained. 

• He said that 500 beds imme¬ 
diately, even at a cost of 550 
million, would be the least ex¬ 
pensive course of action in the 
long run.

"store for committee 
members, who will be tack¬ 
ling Hammer’s proposed bud¬ 
get again next week. 

A start was made on cutting 
Hammer’s proposed S420.900 
budget during a three-hour 
session Wednesday. 

The committee eliminated a 
program titled “financing the 
rate and scale of groffth” a 
$50,000 item which Hammer 
called a vital planning task. 

The planning department 
was prepared to total the 
costs of serv ices and other ex¬ 
penses incurred during devel¬ 
opment and set that against 
possible means of financing 
those expenses. 


Also chopped was a coastal 
lands resource management 
policy whieh, for $58,000. 
would take "an inventory of 
physical and biological shore- 
land processes and identify 
sensitive areas to be protect¬ 
ed from indiscriminate en¬ 
croachment and alteration. 

If anyone wanted such an 
inventory. th£ committee de¬ 
cided. they could commission 
It 

Saanich Mayor Ed Lum 
said Saanich has such a re¬ 
port, and had decided to use it 
as background only, and to ig¬ 
nore recommendations. 

A transportation study in 
th* district would take almost 


half of the pro|>osed budget, 
and Hammer was told to re¬ 
turn to the next budget ses¬ 
sion with orders to cut the 
program. 

Commit! c-e members felt 
tire department would be un¬ 
able to complete the study, 
and some of the projected 
$210,000 would be surplus at 
year's end. 

Various committee 
members were doubtful about 
the value of Hammer’s plan¬ 
ning reports. 

"'Hie test of any study i6 
the use it is put to,’’ Victoria 
Aid. Murray Glazier re¬ 
marked. / 

"I haven’t seen much from 


these studies taking hold. 

"Studies are being done, pil¬ 
ing up and going through with 
very little in the way of ab¬ 
sorption. 

"I try to look through the 
studies, and I am always 
comforted by the fact that 
there will be another one that 
will summarize the one I am 
reading.” 

Hammer said it was dif¬ 
ficult to evaluate studies until 
all information laid been 
generated. 

He said a housing study has 
been distributed, and copies 
have been requested by fed¬ 
eral, provincial, and construc- 
' tion people. The information 


in the reports, he believed, 
would ensure that housing 
conformed with housing re¬ 
quirements. 

Glazier suggested that plan¬ 
ning priorities are wrong 
when half of the budget is 
devoted to a transportation 
study, and small amounts to 
regional plan administration 
($40,000) and an economic 
base survey ($11,000). 

Lum served notice that y he 
would endeavor to have the 
planning budget cut wherever 
he could. 

"We are going to have to do 
that with our' owu municipal 
budget, and we shORJd do that 
in this area, tod." he said.

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A 44-year-old Saanich man 
working at the sawmill divi¬ 
sion of the B.C. Forest Prod¬ 
ucts in Victoria was taken to 
hospital Wednesday after he 
was found unconscious with 
his arm trapped inside two 
300-pound rollers on an auto¬ 
matic planer. 

Victoria police said the 
man, Hans Christians of 1692 
Alderwood, was alone in the 
planing room, apparently try¬ 
ing to adjust the planer, when 
his right arm was pulled into 
the metal, belt-driven rollers. 
The planer is used to take the 
rough edges from wood. 

Christians was found some 
time later, at about 4:40 p.m., 
by an employee who noticed 
that wood had stopped coming 
out of the machine in the next 
room. 

When Christians was found, 
the machine was still running. 

Police said he had severe 
lacerations to his right arm 
and the left side of his face, 
which was against the rollers 
when he was discovered. 

The planing machine at the 
mill is about 35 feet long and 
five feet wide, police said, 
and consists of a feeder in one 
room, a planer in the next 
room, and receiving end in a 
third room. Christians nor¬ 
mally worked in the feeder 
room, and had gone to die 
next room apparently to 
adjust the wood in the planer. 

A spokesman at Royal Jubi¬ 
lee Hospital said late Wednes¬ 
day night that Christians was 
in fair condition.

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Record spending victory for restraint—Andras 


OTTAWA (CP) - The gov¬ 
ernment says ruthless austeri¬ 
ty ha* trimmed virtually all 
the fat from federal spending 
although the total of 545.1 bil¬ 
lion for the coming year is 
higher than ever. 

Treasury Board President 
Robert Andras tabled the es¬ 
timates in the Cbmmbns 
Wednesday, daiming a vioto 
ry for restraint andL saying 
the spending of all depart¬ 
ments and agencies under the 
board’s control has been 
pruned “with a rigor almost 
without precedent.’’ 

Overfall spending still will 
be about S3 billion higher than 
for the current year expiring 
March 31. 


No unnecessary spending 
has, been allowed to slip past 
the federal financial control¬ 
ling agency, the government 
says. But it. is asking Parlia¬ 
ment to approve $872 million 
in money that it does not ex¬ 
pect the departments will 
spend. 

The growth in the civil ser¬ 
vice work force is smaller 
than last year but the number 
of authorized min-years for 
all departments will increase 
by 2,081 bringing the total 
strength 1o 323,272. 

Andras told the Com¬ 
mons the new spending pro¬ 
gram represents a drastic re¬ 


duction in the rate of growth 
in spending to seven per cent 
in the fiscal year starting 
April 1. This compares with a 
predicted growth rate of 11 
per cent made a year ago 
when the government in¬ 
troduced its spending re¬ 
straint program to back gen¬ 
eral anti-ihflafciort controls. 

Andras told the Com¬ 
mons that “a great number of 
highly commendable propos¬ 
als to exipand and improve 
federal programs had to he 
sacrificed or postponed," but 
no detailed list of programs 
abolished or postponed were 
provided as was the case last 
year. 


12% boost ticketed 
for defence spending 


However, the government 
provided general lists of man- 
year reductions in 18 depart¬ 
ments which an official said, 
represent "a general tighten¬ 
ing up." 

The estimates show de¬ 
creases totalling $1.2 billion 
primarily in steven depart¬ 
ments. but increase* of $3.9 
billion in in others. 

**■'' The total figure for over-all 
spending in 1977-78 is set at 
$45.1 billion, which included 
$1.8 billion in the regular sup- 
plementary spending es¬ 
timates presented throughout 
the year. 

However, this figure does 
not include a so-called 
"lapse" of $872 million which 
would bring total spending 


needing parliamentary ap¬ 
proval to $45.9 billion, about 
$800 million less than the total 
forecast a year ago. 

An official said the $872 mil- 
lion, cushion represented 
money that individual depart¬ 
ments insisted they need but 
likely would not have a chance 
to spehd? The figure was set 
at 1.6 per cent of the total 
estimates, based on past ex- 
fierience which showed that de¬ 
partments customarily obtain 
about two per cent mnrp in 
allocations than they can 
spend. 

"It f)^s been a tough year 
and agencies." Andras said. 
"On more than a couple of 
occasions since last spring 
of occasiins since last spring 
we instructed our officials to 


put spending plans once again 
through the grinder." 

The estimates allowed for 
only one major new program 
this year, a $486 million em¬ 
ployment strategy to create 
jobs. 

The austerity included: 

• A slowing to sixth-tentlifl 
of one per cent, from 1.3 per 
cent last year, in the rate of 
grnw'h of the civil service. 

• A $577.5 million cut in 
energy spenddng. 

• A rierreasp of $325.5 mil¬ 
lion in unemployment insur¬ 
ance spending, partially due 
to tighter monitoring of bene¬ 
fit payments. 

• A net decrease of $172.8 
million in payments to the 
provinces for social pro¬ 
grams. 


• A $128.6 million dot in 
trade department spending 
because of reduced consumer 
subsidies on the sale of wheat 
for domestic consumption and 
because contracts for con¬ 
struction of grain hopper rail¬ 
way cars now are complete. 

# A reduction of $10.9 mil¬ 
lion in the budget of the Cana¬ 
dian Livestock Feed Board 
because* of changes In the 
grain freight assistance pro¬ 
gram.

OTTAWA (CP) - Defence 
spending is scheduled to jump 
more than 12 per cent In the 
next fiscal year to about $3.8 
billion as the government 
copes with inflation and a 
major re-equipment program. 

The estimates for the fiscal 
year 1977-78, tabled In the 
Commons Wednesday, show 
that on capital sending for 
new equipment alone the ex- i 
penditures will increase | 
almost 25 per cent—about half ! 
of this due to inflation. 

The estimates include the 
first relatively few dollars of 
spending that eventually will 
lead to billions for new air¬ 
craft and Ships in the years to 
come—expenditures that will 
dwarf the money being spent 
today on 10rt£*range aircraft 
and several kinds of vehicles. 

Capital spending next year 
for new equipment such as 
the SI billion Aurora patrol 
plane will jump to slightly 
more than $583 million from 
$•134 million in the year expir¬ 
ing March 31. The increase is 
slightly less than 25 per cent 
—13 per cent of which Is to 
cope with inflation. 

The government is living up 
to its pledge to allow the de- 
lence capital budget to grow 
at a rate of 12 per cent a year 
lor five ypars. It xa.vs that 
will be real growth, after in¬ 
flation Is taken into account. 

The estimates show about 
$12 million for a program to 
improve the electronic navi¬ 
gation and detection system 
of the 20 Tracker aircraft now 
patrolling east and west 
coasts on lisheries patrol. 

These aircraft. 16 in the 
east and four in the west, are 
moving into 24-hour-a-day 
operations to cover Canada’s 
expanded fisheries zone. Be¬ 
cause of outmoded equipment 
now in use, their night work is 
restricted. 

A start will be made in the 
new fiscal year on an $8 mil¬ 
lion program to improve 

search-and-rescue operations. 
In time it is planned to in¬ 
crease the number of Labrador 
rescue helicopters to five on 
each coast.

VANCOUVER (CP) - To 
hear feminist Ti-Graee Atkin¬ 
son tell it, the FBI U a curb ai 
copy of the Gestapo in Nazi 
Germany under Adolf Hitler 
— and many of i{s vicUms are 
women. 

"The FBI are hitting fe¬ 
minist communities. They are 
hitting lesbian communities,” 
the U.S.-born author and fe¬ 
minist said at a news confer¬ 
ence before a lecture Monday 
at UBC. ' 

The FBI's ultimate targets, 
she said, were male members 
of the underground wlio 
stayed in the U.S. to foment 


demonstrations against the 
Vietnam war. 

"These people are still on 
die FBI’s wanted list/' she 
said. “There is no amnesty 
tor them.” The women would 
become involved, she paid, 
when the bureau got a tip that 
a u anted man had been living 
with a woman in suajHWd- 
such a.community. 

"The FBI then invades that 
community and brings the 
woman or women in for tjues- 
tioning,” Ms. Atkinson said. 
“Their tactics are brutal.”

She said many women 
failed to realize they didn’t, 
under law, have to open the 
door to an investigator, and if 
they did let them in, they 
didn’t have to speak 

Jf a woman refuses to an¬ 
swer questions, the FBI inves¬ 
tigators have subtle ways of 


pressuring her. such as telling 
her family or her employer 
that she is a lesbian. 

“The FBI perceives wo¬ 
men’s strong commitment to 
women as sexually oriented,” 
Ms.. Atkinson said, “yet the 
sexual content of the worn an'p 


movement is not that strong. 
It.is just the male head trying 
to understand woman’s poli¬ 
tics.”

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Public works delays causing layoffs in Saanich 


Reluctance of Saanich coun¬ 
cil’s public works committee 
to approve capital wrks ex¬ 
penditures before budget dis¬ 
cussions has resulted in sever- 
a 1 permanent employees 
being laid off. 

The situation will be dis¬ 
cussed at an emergency meet¬ 
ing today between committee 
chairman Aid. Sandy Noel 
and municipal engineer Clif¬ 
ford Warren. 

Raising the issue at Tues¬ 
day night’s four-hour commit¬ 
tee meeting. Mayor Edward 
Lum said ‘‘We’ve already laid 


off^some and others are due 
for layoffs.” 

Warren said a water works 
money bylaw and a storm 
drain bylaw were needed. 

The committee discussed 
last month a report prepared 
by Warren outlining capital 
works projects, but aldermen 
would only recommend some 
minor work at this time. 

Lum, seeking the emer¬ 
gency meeting, urged the 
chairman and engineer to “go 
over the capital works pro¬ 
gram” and prepare a report 


for next . Monday's council 
meeting. 

“At a time when unemploy¬ 
ment in this area is so high, I 
hate to see us laying off peo¬ 
ple,” Lum said. 

In other matters: 

• The committee will hold 
talks with B.C. Hydro before 
taking action on a request for 
widening of Garnet Road. 

• Widening is being sought 
as part of the expansion of the 
shopping centre at McKenzie. 
Shelboume and Cedar Hill 
Road. 

The developer, agreeable to 
paying half the cost, has 


asked the municipality to pay 
the remainder, estimated at 
$11,500. 

Aid. John Mika suggested 
Hydro be asked to make Gar¬ 
net a major transfer poinl 
and consider erecting a bus 
shelter. 

Other aldermen noted that 
buses had a problem turning 
onto Garnet because of 
McKenzie mall traffic. 

• Calendars outlining gar¬ 
bage collection days will soon 
be in the hands of all Saanich 
residents. 


The calendar Is seen as one 
way of rectifying" the many 
complaints received at munic¬ 
ipal hall about garbage col¬ 
lection, the committee was 
told. 

Overtime would be involved 
if Saanich wanted to avoid a 
day’s delay after each statuto¬ 
ry holiday, engineer Warren 
said. 

“This would cost the munic¬ 
ipality approximately $3,500 
in overtime pay for each of 
the eight statutory holidays in 
winter months, and approxi¬ 


mately $5,000 for the three 
holidays in the summer,” lie 
said- 

/ A‘ survey by the city of 
Kamloops of several B.C. mu¬ 
nicipalities showed Saanich 
with a cost of $3 a household 
each month. This was equal 
to what other municipalities 
were reporting for curbside 
pickup and “indicative of a 
pretty efficient" operation,” 
Warren said. 

• Mayor Lum expressed 
concern at the type of trucks 
being purchased, saying 


“trucking experts” had told 
him Saanich was using the 
wrong kind of vehicle. 

“Maintenance and operat¬ 
ing cest$ could be cut by half 
by having vehicles with stan¬ 
dard drive,” he said. 

Warren promised the situa¬ 


tion would be rectified when 
new units, now being pur¬ 
chased. were operating. 

Weekly garbage pickup 
would start in mid-May and 
end Sept. 1, with bi-weekly 
collection in the fall and 
Winter, Warren indicated.

For instance, lie said that 
charges of common assault

“Now parents are aware Of 
civil rights and children’s 
rights and they lay charges,” 
he said. Adding that if this had 
been the case when he was 
young, he would have been in¬ 
volved in “hundreds” of such 
actions. 

Bob Morris, a panetot, a se¬ 
nior probation officer m south 
Vancouver, produced statis¬ 
tics which he said indicate an 
actual reduction in juvenile 
crime in Vancouver last year 
over previous years. 

For example, he said that 
in December of 1974, 327 
charges were laid against ju¬ 
veniles, while for the same 
month of 1976. only 138 
charges were laid. But he ad¬ 
mitted that the 1976 statistics 
apply only to charges laid In 
Vancouver; while the 1974 sta¬ 
tistics would apply to charges 
laid outside Vancouver as 
well. 

“To me it’s something of a 
pradox that juvenile crime as 
measured by police charges Is 
dropping, yet the public 
seems to be very concerned 
and the general impression 
seems to be that things are 
getting worse,” Morris said, 

He said that articles in the 
press had called attention to 
the problem, but because the 

juvenile court system was 
closed, no information was 
getting out about what was 
actually happening. 

Feedback from the system 
had been very poor in the 
past, and it was only within 
the last few months that even 
police were being told what 
has happened to delinquency 
charges they laid, be said. 

Morris said he wouldn’t ad¬ 
vocate opening courts to the 
extent of revealing juveniles’ 
names. But that it might be 
possible to tell victims of at¬ 
tacks what had happened to 
the offenders.

Guay said in an interview 
he has been run ragged since 
November, keeping in touch 
with his own constituents, try¬ 
ing to rebuild Liberal fortunes 
in Manitoba and serving on 
several cabinet committees.

The Liberals won two of 13 


Manitoba seats In the 1974 
election and hold only 13 seats 
west of the Ontario-Manitoba 
border. 

He plans to tour every Man¬ 
itoba riding, urging Liberals 
to follow the strategy that en¬ 
abled him to hold his seat 
through three elections.

Star sale highest ever 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) 
— Top, executives and editors 
of the Kansas City Star be¬ 
came millionaires this week 
with tiie sale of the news¬ 
paper to Capital Cities Com¬ 
munications, Inc. r 

The $125 million sale ended 
years of employee owner¬ 
ship of the Star, founded in 
1880 by William Rockhill Nel¬ 
son. The price was believed to 
be the largest ever paid for a 
one-newspaper company. 

Sixteen of the employee- 
owners held one per cent or 
more of the stock at the time 
of the sale. Eight are retired 
employees and the others are 
all active members of the 
newspaper’s board or editors. 

The active employees who 
received $1.25 million or more

TORONTO (CP) — Women 
who have spent 20 or 30 years 
behind an office desk doing 
secretarial work are not likely 
to take advantage of manage¬ 
ment training programs, 
Marc Lalonde, federal health 
welfare minister, said 
tffs week. 

“Business and government 
will find that it is the younger 
more aggressive woman who. 
will want to take the upward 
mobility route, not the woman 
who has been entrenched for 
years in what could be consid¬ 
ered a dead-end job," he said. 

Lalonde, who since 1974 
has been the federal minister 
responsible for the status of 
women, said in an address at 
an equal employment oppor¬ 
tunity seminar sponsored by 
the Canadian Life Insurance 
Association that much of the 
re-thinking of the traditional 
male and female roles "has 
been disconcerting.” 

“It’s sometimes uncomfort¬ 
able for us to shake off oui^ 
conditioning and to change. 
Fortunately, however, it is 
often through force of circum¬ 
stance that we experience our 
greatest personal growth." 

Lalonde told the 40 
chief executives from the life 
Insurance industry he hopes 
the Human Rights Ball, C-25, 
will be passed by June. 

The bill forbids discrimi¬ 
nation . on a number of 
grounds including sex, mari¬ 
tal status and age. 

“In the work place, equal

opportunity is a living thing," 
he said. "You as an employer 
have to be a booster. 

“Company life within the In¬ 
surance industry thrives on 
competition, that is to have 
the best products, to offer the 
fullest range of services," he 
said. 

“People have to be dogged 
and have to believe in their 
product to succeed." 

The minister suggested that 
if an executive’s secretary 
has "such a great telephone 
manner" she should be given 
an opportunity to “take a 
crack at sales." 

The idea that salaries of 
working women are just a 
second source of income spent 
on buying family extras is a 
myth, Lalonde said. 

He said that 1.5 million 
working women, 43 per cent 
of the female work force, are 
single, separated or divorced 
and frequently must support 
dependents. 

"Most women, like most 
men, work out of economic 
need," he said.

Ex-staff win

VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
B.C. Labor Relations Board 
has moved to protect em¬ 
ployees from losing wages be¬ 
cause they resign their jobs 
before a retroactive contract 
is signed. 

The problem the board 
dealt with occurs when an 
employee resigns his job after 
the expiry of a contract, ex¬ 
pecting that increases in a 
new contract will be retroac¬ 
tive to the expiry of the old 
one and will apply to him for 
the amount of time he worked 
during the retroactive period v 

A number of arbitrators 
have ruled that the employee 
who has resigned cannot be 
entitled to any retroactive in¬ 
creases because a union can 
legally only act on behalf of 
those who are its members al 
the time a new contract is 
signed, and not those who are 
no longer members. 

In a 24-page decision, Paul 
Weiler, board chairman, took 
the opposite view and has 
ruled tlvat two Penticton hos¬ 
pital employees who resigned 
during the retroactive period 
of a contract are entitled to 
the negotiated increases for 
the amount of time they 
worked during that period. 

The decision notes that re¬ 
troactive contracts are com¬ 
mon and that retroactivity 
helps defuse a crisis, ‘‘no con¬ 
tract. no work,” atmosphere 
at the end of a contract.

“That is not affected by the 
fact that a few of the em¬ 
ployees may choose later to 
terminate their employment, 
perhaps for unavoidable per¬ 
sonal reasons. 

“Thus any arbitration doc¬ 
trine which withholds the new’ 
wage rates for work actually 
performed by this latter 
group definitely does defeat 
the expectations they reasona¬ 
bly held at the same time 
they were performing the 
work.” 

The decision cites reason¬ 
able expectation as the key to 
arbitration of a dispute of this 
kind. 

It notes that the language of 
a contract is often unclear on 
a specific point because nego¬ 
tiators cannot consider every 
problem that could arise. 

The decision notes that 
workers often quit one job to 
work for another employer in 
the same industry, and adds 
that this is the customary pat¬ 
tern in such industries as con¬ 
struction and longshoring. 

In industries where there is 
an industry-wide collective 
agreement, an individual em¬ 
ployee would not appreciate 
being denied retroactive pay 
by his previous employer be¬ 
cause of such a move, it says.

Swig paid ail but three of 
his players the wages due for 
the period that ended Jan. 31 
with funds the league owed 
the club when it was Califor¬ 
nia Golden Seals, money that 
would have come to the 
Barons at the end of the sea¬ 
son anyway. 

But he didn’t give diem che¬ 
ques for the period that ended 
Tuesday , a payment on which 
he can drag hi* feet another 
15 days under league rules 
before the players again 
would approach free agent 
statu*. 

And he didn’t pay his front 
office staff or the Barons 
farm team in Salt Lake City. 

The Salt Lake roster in¬ 
cludes the Cleveland club’s 
top draft choice Bjorn Jo- 
hannson, said Harry Howell, 
the Borons’ acting general 
manager. 

Confirming that the league 
had moved up its payment to 
help out the Barons, John 
Ziegler Jr., chairman of the 
NHL board of governors, said 
in New York the step was 
taken to give Swig time to 
“present the league a plan 
that will enable the team to 
finish this season and to see 
refinancing for the next sea¬ 
son.” 

The three Barons who w'ere 
left without paycheques were 
defenceman Glenn Patrick 
and right wingers Frank 
Spring and Phil Roberto. 

They will be permited 1 o 
become free agents at the 
midnight EST tonight dead¬ 
line. Howell said. 

'We’re cutting the roster 
and the complete reserve list 
to 27 players, and this includ¬ 
ed our Salt Lake farm 
hands.” Howell said. 

“To get rid of 19 players 
it's a very unfortunate thing 
to have to do. Many young 
players in Salt Lake we feel 
had a good major league fu¬ 
ture. 

“There's a bad feeling on 
my part simply because the 
players have played wellr” 
Howell said. “Many of them 
probably will wind up with 
other teams somewhere along 
the line, but there’s no guar¬ 
antee of that at this point.”

But the court ruled that the 
tackle, which left Desnoyers 
with four broken ribs, was not 
intentional and quashed a 
two-month suspended prison 
sentence imposed oh Schick 
last year.

West Germany 
hockey collapses 


FRANKFURT (AP) — The 
West German national hockey 
team has been disbanded just 
two months prior to the start 
of the worl<f championships at 
Vienna, Austria, April 21-May 
10 . 

Xavier Unsinn. who 
coached the West German 
squad to a bronze medal at 
the 1976 Winter Olympics in 
Innsbruck, Austria, resigned 
as national coach on the 
weekend to cap a prolonged 
squabble with the West Ger¬ 
man Hockey Federation. 

Eight top players from Un- 
sinn's West Berlin squad said 
they would boycott the West 
German team and players 
trom several other teams also 
threatened to join the walk¬ 
out. 

They felt it made little 
sense to skate for a second- 
rate West German squad 
against formidable opposition 
they already were facing with 
teams from Canada, the Sovi¬ 
et Union, Czechoslovakia and 
Sweden. 


Trouble in the West German 
club’s^organization began last 
Oct. 10 during a match be- 
tweer^ West Berlin and Co¬ 
logne. 

When Cologne tried to sign , 
former West Berlin defen- ! 
ceman Mattias Maurer with- 1 
out paying a transfer fee, Un- | 
sinn’s team got a temporary ; 
injunction to bar Maurer from i 
the contest. 

On Jan. 8 , the' national 
Kockey federation ruled West 
Berlin had broken league 
rules by obtaining the .in junc¬ 
tion. 

Unsinn claimed the devuion ; 
damaged his “necessary basis , 
of trust” with the federation | 
and said he would resign 
unless the ruling was re¬ 
versed. The federation reject¬ 
ed Unsinn’s appeal Saturday. 

Hans Rampf, coach of the 
West German junior national 
team, has been named to re¬ 
place Unsinn but, following 
the threatened boycott of 
many of the players appears 
to be without a team.

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Vancouver's Family Place 

Haven for the harassed

VANCOUVER (CP) - Two 
years ago Sandy Currie worri¬ 
ed about hurting her baby 
Then, she discovered Family 
Place, a drop-in centre fab 
mothers. 

Sandy, a former nurse, was 
hyperactive, like a lot of 
mothers who stay home with 
—new babies She was con¬ 
cerned that she might harm 
her new child. 

“I never did hit her.” she 
said, “but I was always sure 
that if I did let go, I’d kill 
her.” 

Sandy has been going to 
Family Place for two years 
and says the therapy she re- 
cieved has helped. In fact, she 
now is a worker at Family 
Place, aiding other mothers 
with similar problems. 

Family Plfcce opened in 19T3 
as the result of a Local Initia¬ 
tives Program proposal which 
talked about women as the 
centre of the family. If a 
mother is helped, her whole 
family benefits. 

A grant now is received 
from the Vancouver Re¬ 
sources Board to operate the 
facility. 

In a recent month 861 adults 
and 1,063 children used the fa¬ 
cilities. If has become so pop¬ 
ular some parents have had 
to be asked to limit their 
visits, so it doesn’t become a 
coffee club. 

It is studied by visitors 
from other communities, has 
been used as a model for two 
new facilities in the city. 

A sandwich board on the 
street welcomes everyone 
with its message of "coffee, 
library, playroom, quiet 
space.” 

The front room has a lived- 
in look, with couches and 
chairs, hanging plants, a cof¬ 
fee table with magazines and 
a side table with a full coffee 
pot and constantly refilled 
teapot. 

A bulletin board lists the 
programs offered at the 
centre, including child care in 
the nursery school. Courses 
are given in yoga, quilting, 
art, women’s studies, parent 
effectiveness training, single¬ 
parent drop-ins in the eve¬ 
ning, a gestalt and dreams 
workshop and exploring with 
seven-to nine-year-olds. 

On the opposite wall is a 
bookcase, filled with books on 
marriage, children, divorce, 
and children’s books chosen 
for their lack of sexism. 

A table beside the bookcase 
is filled with information on 
university and community 
college courses, pamphlets 
on pre-natal groups, post-na¬ 
tal groups, mothering organi¬ 


zation* and career counsell¬ 
ing. 

A well-equipped nursery 
school is staffed by a trained 
supervisor and volunteer as¬ 
sistants. 

Sandy, 30, is one of the dro- 
pin area staff who welcomes 
each visitor to the centre. 

Family Place is Van¬ 
couver’s only full-time neigh¬ 
borhood centre where parents 
and pre-school children can 
come together for com¬ 
panionship, support and the 
stimulation of new ideas. 

When Sandy first discovered 
Family Place, 6he went each 
morning right after she did 
her breakfast dishes. 

"Elisa would be in the back 
screaming and \ would be in 
the front complaining. I don’t 
know how they tolerated me.’’ 

She said she found .the staff 
in. the drop-in area warm and 
accepting. 

"I thought I should be a 
perfect mother because of all 
that nursing training. I 
thought I should be able to 
cope and I couldn't. I’d 
brought up my brother and 
sister in their pre-school 
years and I couldn’t bring up 
my daughter." 

Sandy said that since she 
started going to the Family 


Place, “I stopped trying to be 
super-mom." 

"For my husband it meant 
I was more relaxed. I had 
some one else to turn to, so he 
was more relaxed.” 


Dr. Clare Buckland. an ex¬ 
pert in family problems as¬ 
sociated with the centre since 
shortly after it started, said 
the centre has not taken a 
social-worker approach.

Rose Kennedy watched the 
setting sun slide behind the 
palm trees and, in a soft, gen¬ 
tle voice, said, “Life is so 
beautiful . . . and Tm at 
peace.” 

The matriarch of the 
world’s most famous family 
felt in the mood to chat about 
her life, family and health 
during one of her daily eve¬ 
ning strolls along Lake Worth, 
a few blocks from her ocean- 
side winter house in Palm 
Beach, Fla. 

“I love to walk, it’s good for 
the circulation.” said the 86 - 
year-old grandmother, who 
limps slightly from arthritis 
in her left leg. 

“I’ve been very fortunate 
with my health and I don’t 
have any problems getting 
around.” 

She spends most of her time 
alone in the mansion along 
with her live-in housekeeper, 
a cook and security guard. 

The cream-colored Spanish- 
style stucco house - - scene of 
many top-level meetings when 
her late son President John 
Kennedy visited here — won’t 
be hers much longer. Despite 
all the happy memories she’s 
enjoyed since her husband 
Joe bought the house in 1933, 
Rose has decided to sell th^ 
place. 

“You know', I love the ol<| 
house. I have many fond 
memories of the whole family 
vacationing down here. But 
the problem is that it’s too old 
and too big for just me. 

“The swimming pool is for¬ 
ever on the fritz and I’m hav¬ 
ing parts of the place rewired. 
Once all the needed repairs 
are done — like replacing the 
roof tiles — I’m going to put 
it on the market and sell it.” 

Rose stood silent, lost in her 
thoughts for a moment and 
then said, The last picture 
taken here of Jack and his 
family' was light before they 
lefi to attend Easter Mass in 
1963. They stood in front of 
the big wooden doors, sur¬ 
rounded by bougainvillea,

when the picture was 
snapped. It’s still one of my 
favorite pictures of my son 
and his family.” 

Although she Uvea alone, 
Rose maintains she doesn’t 
feel lonely.

"Five of them art in college 
and, good Lord} they are 
always travailing somewhere. 
In my day properly educated 
persons — especially young 
ladies went abroad to study 
art and music. Nowadays my 
older grandchildren are inter¬ 
ested in issues and politics 
and that makes me happy and 


proud. My son Teddy likes 
that, too. 

“He’s so good with the chil¬ 
dren, especially hia nieces 
and nej>hew$. who have no fa¬ 
ther. He’s always there dur¬ 
ing a crisis and ha never fails 
to keep me up on which one of 
the children broke another 
arm or leg,” she said with a 
laugh. 

”1 recently visited my re¬ 
tarded daughter, Rosemarry, 
who’s in s special home in 
Jefferson, % Wis. She’s doing 
vary well and appears to he in 
good health. She's so special 
and precious to me. 

“My other two daughters 
(Eunice and Patricia) were 


off to Venezuela for a charity 
function for retarded chil¬ 
dren.” 

Whether she’s attending 
mass, shopping or taking a 
stroll, Rose always looks sty¬ 
lishly dressed in designer 
suits and gloves. During her 
walk, Rosa — clad in a long 
navy blue coat, matching 
slacks and a white silk scarf 
over her graying curling hair 
— recalled her husband’s ad¬ 
vice. 

“He told me, 'Rose, you've 
found yourself in a very spe¬ 
cial position in life and you 
must he very careful to 
always look your best espe¬ 
cially for photographers. You 


wouldn’t want to have to tell 
them not to take your picture 
because you don't look your 
best. Remember, tposa people 
have to make a living and 
support families like everyona 
elsa.' " 

Rose * smiled. She stopped 
and stared again out over the 
lake. 

“Mrs. Kennedy is at peace 
with herself, serene end 
happy st last," said Msgr. 
Bernard McGrenehan, pastor 
of St. Edwsrd’s Church in 
Pslm Beach. “She’s done all 
she can do, familywise, so 
she’s very satisfied with such 
a tremendous accomplish¬ 
ment.” 


Child abuse takes writer 
from comedy to tragedy

Patte Wheat’s first i>ub- 
lished hook was a comedy, 
TTiree for a Wedding, that 
was good enough and funny 
enough to be picked up for a 
movie, Dr., You’ve Got To Ba 
Kidding. 

That was in 1965. Her sec¬ 
ond published book will never 
be made into a comedy — 
there’s nothing funny about it. 

“I wrote the first draft of 
By Sanction of the Victim five 
years ago,” she said. “It took 
five years to get it published 
because no one wanted to 
touch it — they didn’t think 
people would want to read it." 

By Sanction of the Victim is 



a fictionalized account of an 
actual child abusa case. 

The fictionalized victim, a 
13-yaar-old girl, aurvives — 
just barely — beatings, food 
deprivation, and torture, both 
mental and physical, received 
during a two-week stay with a 
woman and her children. 

The real-life victim, an 
older teenager who was left 
with a family for several 
months, did not surviva. 

Wheat read of the tragedy, 
which actually happened In 
the Midwest U.S. in 1965, and 
her interest in human nature 
left an unanswered question 
in her mind, she said. 

“Why did the girl stay in a 
situation where she was killed 
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by inches? She could have 
sought help. 8 he could have 
gotten away.” 

As she began researching 
the case from clippings and 

from part of the court tran¬ 
script, it became clear that 
the girl was already a victim 
of emotional neglect, already 
had a poor self-image. 

As she learned more about 
the subject of child abuse 
(which has really only been 
explored in the last 10 years 
or so, she says) she found this 
was generally the case. 

“The girl was getting what 
she felt, based on her own ob¬ 
servations, she deserved. 

“Until the age of five or six, 
a child believes what it is 
told, or what has been demon¬ 
strated. If the child is to4d it is 
bad, it will believe it.” 

She said that the more she 
learned about child abuse, the 
more she realized aha was 


dealing with a subculture 
found in all socioeconomic 
groups that was reaching epi¬ 
demic proportions. 

It was after she had written 
her first draft of the novel 
that Wheat heard of Parents 
Anonymous, founded by Leon¬ 
ard L. Lieber, a therapist. 

She began attending meet¬ 
ings to gain more insights, 
eventually became more in¬ 
volved and now edits the 
Parenls Anonymous newslet¬ 
ter, Frontiers. 

PA, said Lieber. was found¬ 
ed because he w r as getting no¬ 
where with one of his pa¬ 
tients, sn abuser. He got her 
toge(her with another abuser 
and found that both were able 
to talk since they understood 
each other’s problem. 

The original patient* known 
as Jolly K., became the co¬ 
founder and is now the direc¬ 
tor of PA programs. 

Wheat saw' this need for 
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sharing of experiences of peo¬ 
ple “who have been there” 
over and over on a tour of the 
country, she said. 

‘‘Parents become less 
afraid to dump out what has 
been bothering them,” she 
said. 

“In one group I heard a 
woman admit for the first 
time to her husband and the 
other people that she had bro¬ 
ken her son’s arm.” 

Often, she said, a spouse Ig¬ 
nores what is happening he- 
cause he or she doesn’t want 
to believe it and is, In effect, 
a passive abuser.

Tips on recycling

The coffee surplus of yester¬ 
day is gone. There is enough 
to meet current demand, but 
hot enough to quiet the fear of 
shortage tomorrow. 

That is wily coffee prices in 
North American grocery 
stores have more than dou¬ 
bled during the last 18 
months. 

The well-publicized frost of 
July, 1375, in Brazil, the larg¬ 
est grower, reduced the world 
coffee surplus to the point 
where another such disruption 
might cause an absolute 
shortage. . 

As a result, producing coun¬ 
tries, taking advantage of the 
possibility of shortage, raised 
their prices sharply. And 
many North American coffee 
companies, willing to pay the 
higher prices and immediate¬ 
ly passing tliem along, made 
a quick killing on the coffee 
they already held, but later 
absorbed some of the rising 
price. 

The 1975 frost cut produc¬ 
tions sharply in Brazil, but 
left enough green coffee beans 


on trees and in stockpiles to 
meet demand. Since the frost, 
their price has more than tri¬ 
pled, to $2.30 a pound from 
about 60 cents. 

In the current marketing 
year, the foreign agricultural 
service of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture estimates 
there will be 45.5 million 
bags, more than six billion 
pounds, available for export. 

World demand is expected 
to be about 50 million bags. 
The difference can be made 
up from Brazil’s stockpile of 
about 25 million bags late last 
year. 

By dipping into the stock¬ 
pile, Brazil actually exported 
more coffee in 1976 ' than in 
1975 — 15.6 million hags Jasl 
year compared with 14.6 mil¬ 
lion a year earlier. 

Brazil and other producing 
countries, nSeding as much 
money for the coffee as possi¬ 
ble to buy oil, tried for years 
to raise prices by withholding 
coffee from the market. 

In September, 1974, 18 pro¬ 
ducers accounting for more 
than 80 per cent of world ex¬ 
ports formally agreed to with¬ 
hold about 16 million bags. 


But nothing worked. There 
was too much coffee avail¬ 
able. 

By February, 1975, the price 
of coffee actually had de¬ 
clined 20 per cent from 1974. 
Then nature stepped in. 

On July 17, 1975, a freezing 
wind brought frost to Brazil's 
major coffee-producing states. 
The Brazilians say the crop 
was cut to between five and 
6 million bags a drop of 
70 to 80 per cent from the 
year before. 

The frost jolted the world 
coffee market, but reduced 
supply was hot the same as 
absolute shortage. 

Brazil had already complet¬ 
ed harvesting the coffee that 
would be sold in 1975 and had 
its stockpiles of about 25 mil¬ 
lion bags to draw on during 
the three years needed for 
newly-planted coffee trees to 
start bearing beans. 


, The fear of shortage took 
hold, however.

not resume exports until Aug

changing a pattern you al¬ 
ready have. The three things 
we most often want to change 
are sleeves, cuffs and collars. 

A sleeve from one pattern 
can be used with another pat¬ 
tern — without alteration — 
provided both patterns are the 
same size and same basic 
style. For example, a set-in 
sleeve can’t b£ transferred to 
a dress with an off-the- 
shoulder sleeve and vice-ver¬ 
sa. 

Although it’s easy to switch 
a cuff from pattern to pat¬ 
tern, sometimes it’s helpful to 
make a pattern from a cuff on 
a ready-to-wear garment. For 
this kind of pattern-making I 
use a see-through paper sold 
by the yard like fabric. 

To copy a contoured cuff 
from a ready-to-wear gar¬ 
ment, cut a rectangle of 
trace-a-pattem large enough 
to go around the entire cuff 
plus seam allowances. Pin the 
trace-a-pattem in the centre 
of the cuff with the pins going 
vertically and horizontally.

Place pins all along the seam¬ 
lines of the cuff, making sure 
the trace-a-pattern lies 
smooth over the cuff. 

Marie all of the pin sjots 
along the seamline with a pen 
before you unpin the trace-a- 
pattem. Then connect the 
dots. If one particular mark 
seems out of line, ignore it 
and preserve the over-all 
shape. 

Now that you have traced 
the shape of the contoured 
cuff, add a s t»-ipch seam al¬ 
lowance all around. Measure 
for button placement and 
mark your pattern according¬ 
ly. Draw a grainline on your 
pattern by connecting two di¬ 
agonal points (see sketch).. 


School official 
scuttles myths 


EDMONTON <CP> — He- 
leen McLeod, assistant super¬ 
intendent of pupil services far 
the Edmonton public school 
board, disagrees with the 
opinion that a school adminis¬ 
trator has to be “highly au¬ 
thoritative with people, .. pre¬ 
ferably over 55, and male." 

Ms. McLeod, 35, doubts 
that, even with encourage¬ 
ment. many more women will 
seek out administrative jobs. 

“Some of the reasons are 
quite subtle. The women tend 
to think this, is going to be 
their whole life. Many young 
female teachers mistake their 
strengths for weaknesses and 
think that because they’re pri¬ 
marily interested in kids and 
parents and the community 
that they’re less qualified for 
a top administrative role. 

“But that interest is what 
it’s all about.” 

Ms. McLeod said many 
women forgo promotion for 
family reasons. 

"For good or bad, if you’re 
going to raise a family there 
has to be at least as much 
commitment for that as for 
your job. 

“Many women think it’s un¬ 
reasonable to think they could 
do a job like this well and still 
raise children." 

She started as a counsellor- 
teacher in 1961 alter lpaving 
university, and combined 
work with university master’s 
and doctoral studies, a sum¬ 
mer research project in 
Greenland and consulting 
duties with several city agen- 
. cies, 

In 1972 she applied for a job 
as acting director of coun¬ 
selling services and, to her 
surprise, got the job.

Sometimes, after f "have 
completed one of these garden 
columns, I Me awake at night 
wondering If I have explained 
things dearly enough. It is so 
terribly easy to take things 
Tor granted — to think that 
some elementary gardening 
operation is so well known 
and understood that it needn't 
be mentioned, and thereby 
leave out the one essential 
piece of information needed 
by some reader new to gar¬ 
dening. 

Explaining procedures 
dearly and simply isn’t the 
easiest thing in the world for 
me, anyhow, and 1 sweat 
‘blood at times over this type¬ 
writer trying to find phrases 
which will be understood by 
the rank beginner. I expect, 
too, that some of my more 
exjierienced reader* are bored 
silly as I labor some elemen¬ 
tary point. 

To keep me straight on this 
business of explaining things 
clearly, I have a clipping 
pinned on the wall in front of 
my desk which, for my 
money, contains the clearest 
set of instructions I have ever 
seen. It has nothing whatever 
to do with gardening, but was 
written down many years ago 
by an old Kentucky woman to 
explain to her granddaughter

Everybody seems to want 
Big Brother to take care of 
him when things go wrong, 
but nobody wants Big Brother 
to take care of anybody else. 

We resent it when the 
chronically poor and jobless 
live off government handouts, 
although these are the people 
with the least ability and edu¬ 
cation and opportunity to get 
and keep a worthwhile jtRj. 

Yet, just before Christmas, 
U.S. Sen. Floyd Haskell of Co¬ 
lorado asked President Ford 
to declare the state a “finan¬ 
cial disaster area” because 
the lack of show shut down so 
many ski resorts. The state 
would then become eligible 
for federal funds to see It 
through the winter. 

Railroads jget bailed out by 
the government, even when 
they fail by gross mis¬ 


management. Airplane build¬ 
ers get bailed out by the gov¬ 
ernment, even though it is 
disclosed that they spent mil¬ 
lions illegally. Banks get 
bailed out by the government, 
no matter how badly they 
have been administered. 

The idea of “risk capital” is 
a noble one, but in actuality 
every entrepreneur tries to 
minimize risk as much as 
possible. A perfect “deal” is 
one in which the government 
will take care of your losses, 
while you rake in the profits, 
if any. The American housing 
scandal of the past 30 years is 
a classic case of everybody 
making money except the 
poor slobs who were supposed 
to benefit from low-cost hous¬ 
ing. 

When a community decides

1 wish I could explain the 
pruning of fruit trees as clear¬ 
ly as that, but there are 
almost as many systems of 
pruning as there are experts. 
The best I can do today Is 
describe one simple system 
for beginnpm, suitable for 
dwarf apples and pears. 

In July, all sturdy young 
side shoots are shortened to 
the fifth leaf from the bottom, 
not counting the few half- 
formed leaves that often 
cluster right at the base of 
such shoots. Then, any time 
through the winter, these. 
same five-leafed shoots are 
further shortened to two buds. 
Thii treatment Is repeated 
year after year on all cordon 
and espalier dwarf trees, but 
after the first winter, a little 
exra can be done. 

Some of the shoots which 
were shortened the year be¬ 
fore will have produced one 
or two fruit buds — these are 
larger than leaf buds and 
stick out more. Wherever this 
has taken place, that shoot 
may be trimmed back to a 
point just above the topmost 
trust bud. Ibis will tend to 
prevent any more extension 
growth from the tip of this 
shoot, and will throw all the 
energy in this shoot into the 
production of more fruiting

How are you going to 
face the boys back in Plains 
after you’ve done a pantyhose 
commercial? Every hard-hat 
in America will turn against 
you.

All this time, the trees havt 
beeq making extension 
growth from the tips of th« 
main branches or “leaders ” 
These main branch tips 
should also be pruned, but 
more lightly and in winter 
only. 

Each year, these leaden 
are shortened by about one- 
half tile growth it made^ver 
the past season; that is," the 
branch tip extended itself by 
eight inches last summer, 
about four inches is cut away, 
making the cut immediately 
above a growth bud. The pur 
pose of this leader-tipping is 
to keep the main branches 
thick and strong. 

Often this tipping will cause 
the branch to produce more 
side shoots or “laterals” the 
following year, which is de¬ 
sirable if an apple or pear is 
being grown as a bush or a 
standard. 

If it is a wall-trained tree, 
though, only one shoot will be 
needed from each shortened 
leader — the one jU9t behind 
the pruning cut, which will 
become the new branch tip. 

Any other side shoots are 
treated in the manner out¬ 
lined above — pruned back to 
five leaves in July, and to two 
leaf buds in winter.

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — 
For several weeks nine-year- 
old Alice had a horrible secret 
and she didn’t know what to 
do about it: her mqm and dad 
were getting divorced. 

But Alice felt better after 
discussing the problem with 
friends at her elementary 
school and finding some of 
them had gone through simi¬ 
lar trauma. 

The discussion was part of 
a demonstration project 
called ‘Understanding Family 
Changes that has been started 
at Harrison Open School. 

The two-yeHr-old project is 
co-sponsored by the domestic 
relations division of the Hen¬ 
nepin County court services 
department and the Min¬ 
neapolis public schools. 

“Kids need a support base 
just as parents do,” said Paul 
Caspersen, a counseller with 
die department. “Parents tr«n L 
take courses at the university 
or at night in the school sys¬ 
tem to deal with changes in j 
their lives, but kids can’t.” 

The program includes di¬ 
vorce, death, moving, a new j 
brother or sister, mother 
going to work or just about 
any family change children ; 
might experience. 

Caspersen said the program 
“takes away the myth for the 
kids that there are ideal fami¬ 
lies; the basic idea here is 
that change is inevitable—it’s 
life.” 

Children must have paren¬ 
tal permission to join the pro¬ 
gram and parents occasional¬ 
ly sit in on classes and talk 
about their own problems. 
The children discuss them 
and sometimes offer advice. 

Rick Borland, a counsellor 
who guides the class, and 
George Kimball, school social 
v'orkfL use group discussion, 
role playing and, with 
younger children, puppet 
shows. 

The class focuses not only 
on relationships, change and 

conflicts, but also on how to 
cope with them—what options 
art open tffthe children.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
square multi-storied fortress 
on West Georgia, nerve centre 
of Vancouver postal opera¬ 
tions for 20 years, gets its own 
hate mail, and congratu¬ 
lations notes. 

Ppter Whitaker, local pdes- 
ident of the Canadian Union 
of Postal Workers, said in an 
interview mail is going 
through the Vancouver post 
office at A rdte 30 per cent 
slower than it did three years 
ago. 

Hp had no figures to back 
up his contention but pointed 
to numerous changes in mail 
sorting introduced by the 
local post office that have 
produced dealys rather than 
speedier service. 

Whitaker said the volume of 
mail handled duuring Christ¬ 
mas in 1876 slipped drama¬ 
tically from the previous year 
and yet the post office is con¬ 
tinuing to hire more people. 

“There’s less mail to sort. 
They’ve brought in machines. 
And at same time, there is 
now more staff. Is automation 
working?’’ he asked. 

Bill Findlay, superviser of 
mailing services for Be. 
Hydro who oversees the send¬ 
ing of up to 40,000 Hydro bills 
a day through the mail and 
who basically thinks the Van¬ 
couver post office is doing a 
sood job, did agree service is 
not improving. 

"We’re getting reasonable 
service.” he said, "but over¬ 
all, we’re just holding our 
own. Yet it’s costing us more 
money. 

“We’ve had to buy newer, 
more sophisticated equipment, 
id meet the requirements of 
the post office. We spend 
1300,000 last year on new 
equipment and the price of 
postage is also going up.” 


Bottlenecks alarm unions, bosses 


But Frank Klassen, super¬ 
visor of mail services for In¬ 
surance Corporation of B.C. 
who recently put 1.3 million 
auto insurance renewal forms 
through the mail in only 10 
days, is a real post office 
booster. 

“We personally don’t en¬ 
counter much difficulty. We 
give tnail to them in tremen¬ 
dous gobs and get excellent 
service. I can’t say enough 
about the cooperation we get 
from the post office. 

"It is extremely expen¬ 
sive, ” said Klassen, “and I 
don’t know whether we’re get¬ 
ting out money’s worth, but 
you have to work with what 
you have.” 

Both B.C. Hydro and ICBC 
rely heavily on private firms 
when they need assured over¬ 
night delivery to other areas 
of the province. 

Said Findlay: “It’s faster 
delivery and it’s guaranteed, 
so we do contract out all our 
inter-office mail throughout 
the province to a private ser¬ 
vice.' 1 ’ 

Klassen said ICBC uses pri¬ 
vate service for all bank 
drafts and deliveries to its 
claims centres in B.C. 

The man on the hot seat 
admits all these complaints, 
allegations and occasional 
bouquets is Guerrter Raedlef, 
plant manager of the Van¬ 
couver post office. 

Raedler, a candid, engaging 
man, is in charge of the 1,700 
inside workers at the post of¬ 
fice and responsible for the 
flow of mail through the 
plant. 

He is a strong defender of 
ixjstal operations in Van¬ 
couver, yet at the same time 
willing to admit problems and 
point out areas where im¬ 
provement is needed.

According to Raedler, the 
I>ost office here is providing 
pretty fair service. 

Although the volume on 
first class mail handled daily 
by the post office has doubled 
in the past 10 years from one 
million to two million, it is 
still being cleared within 24 
hours, he said. 

All Vancouver mail, which 
has top priority, is processed 
within the .eight-hour shift 
during which it arrives. 

“On a normal basis, the 
plant can handle mail within 
the service level we promise 
to the public,” said Raedler. 

Many factors are beyond 
the post office’s control. 

“The recent storms in east¬ 
ern Canada delayed a lot of 
mail because so many flights 
were cancelled. That meant it 
was possible for someone to 
receive one particular letter 
mailed later than another let¬ 
ter mailed earlier, if you fol¬ 
low what I mean,” he said. 
“That kind of thing leads to 
complaints.” 

Too many letters are still 
being incorrectly addressed, 
said Raedler, and this is more 
of a problem with the newer, 
automated equipment. 

“On a daily basis, jjerhaps 
40,000 letters are improperly 
addressed,” he said. “That 
could lead to 40,000 com¬ 
plaints 

Raedler said another reason 
for the seemingly-increased 
number of 1 public complaints 
is the publicity given to the 


mm I 

launching of assured delivery 
service by the post office five 
years ago. 

To considerable fanfare, the 
post office guaranteed next 
day delivery for all mail mov¬ 
ing between major centres in 
Canada. 

“We still make it 96 per 
cent of the time, but four per 
cent of two million letters 
mean a Jot of letters that 
don’t meet the target.” 

During a tour of the plant, 
Raedler pointed out other con¬ 
cerns. 

The loading bays, fpr .in¬ 
stance, are built 18 inches 
lower than the truck floors, 
necessitating the use of a 
cumbersome conveyor belt 
tor all loading and unloading. 

And there are too many 
trucks comihg and going from 
one point to begin with, said 
Raedler. 

The linoleum has been 
shredded by tre switch from 
mail bags to heavy, wheoled 
containers for transporting 
mail around in the j/.ant, and 
the escalators are under con¬ 
stant repair. 

Raedler realizes pressure is 
on tlx* pjst office to perform 
as never before, as escalating 
costs and increased labor dis¬ 
putes wear thin the patience 
of the public. 

"More and more people 
have - got to realize that we 
have to become more respon- 
sive. We need reliable ser¬ 
vice. 


Trendy but historic suites 


HALIFAX (CP) - A smalfl 
firm here has found a way to 
overcome this ciy’s worsen- 
ihg housing shortage and of 
preserving buildings of histor¬ 
ic value. 

Historic Restoration Co., re¬ 
cipient of the Heritage Cana¬ 
da Award for its work, has 
begun taking old city homes 
4nd, without changing the his- 
togc value of the properties, 
turned them into apartments. 

Thomdean, Sawyer House, 
End Marian Pryor House are 
three examples of their latest 
work—projects that combine 
the best features of con¬ 
dominiums, apartments, and 
historic properties. 

Each of the buildings was 
restored to its original ap¬ 
pearance, complete with open 
cooking-ovens and fireplaces, 
and then sold to their new oc¬ 
cupants. 

Janusz and Maud Rosinskl 
operate the new business. ‘ 

"In Halifax, we saw a 
unique potential in preserving 
rather than demolishing these 
older homes,” Mr. Rosinskl 
said. 

"At a time when much talk 
was concentrated on Canadi¬ 
an identity, we felt something 


had to be done about it. and 
fast, before many of them 
were torn down.’” 

The part-owners of the proj¬ 
ect are known as resident 
shareholders, a scheme which 
allows them to form a non-pro¬ 
fit company which gives each 
of them a perpetual lease on 
their homes. 

Eviction, if it should eyer 
become necessary, would be 
accomplished by having the 
parent company buy out the 
shares of the resident, Rosin- 
ski said. 

The basic house rule is 
maintaining the period of the 
dwelling. 

Shareholders own property 
in percentage worked out by 
square footage of units and 
share common expenses such 
as lights, heat, taxes, insur¬ 
ance, and maintenance. 

The houses, built in 1816, 
are negency style similar to 
* those built two decades earli¬ 
er in Edinhurgh, Scotland. 

Mrs. Rosihsld said that In 
that area of the city she was 
interested in concentrating on 
Georgian houses aa they are 
the only examples of such 
homes in this city. 

"We watched them for 


many yeurs until they came 
on the market,” she said in 
an interview. 

Mr. Rosinski, a Polish ar¬ 


chitect. came to Nova Scotia 
in 19W to design the Seton Ac¬ 
ademic Centre at Mount Saint 
Vincent University. 


"Competition from private 
services is very threatening,” 
Raid Raedler, "and the 
average employee doesn’t re¬ 
ally recognize it. The post of¬ 
fice is not a bottomless pit. 

"The complaints are a re¬ 
sult of people recognizing that 
they’re paying for what we’re 
doing,” he said. 

"I’m a taxpayer, fern, and 
as such. I feel I own part of 
the post office and I think ev¬ 
eryone should feel the same 
way.” 

Under Raedler, the Van¬ 
couver post office is becom¬ 
ing increasingly automated to 
speed its efficiency. 

But one of the largest dis¬ 
putes with the local union is 
over Raedler’s decision to 
gradually switch from knowl¬ 
edge sortation to the more au¬ 
tomated, alphabetical sortion. 

Under the knowledge sys¬ 
tem. a mail sorter had to ac¬ 
cumulate^ 2,500 knowledge 
points and be able to sort 
mail right into the correct 
walks for the postman. 

The simplified system 
merely results in mail being 
sorted alphabetically by 
street names, then divided 
Ihto walks. 

Previously, it took new em¬ 
ployees about six months to 
learn completely the knowl¬ 
edge system. Now\ they can 
sort capably almost Immedi¬ 
ately. 

But Raedler admitted the 
change is tough on the older 
employees. 

“The old-time post office 


just isn’t there any more. For 
those sorting In knowledgea¬ 
ble areas and there are still 
many, this represents the first 
major change in more than 20 
years,” he said. 

"It's like ah Industrial! revo¬ 
lution. That’s very threaten¬ 
ing for someone who’s worked 
here a long time. 

“There's a fear you’re be¬ 
coming obsolete. A lot of the 
oldtlmers take pride in their 
wv>rk and yet. they’re becom¬ 
ing a victim of change. I ap- 
preciate their concern,” 
Raedler said. 

For the future, Raedler sees 
a stepped-up effort by the 
post office to become more 
competitive with private 
rt/uriers and provide better, 
cheaper service. 

His number one goal at the 
moment is assured next day 
delivery of parcels. 

“You’ve seen what we have 
to work with here so you can 
safety say I like a challenge,” 
said Raedler. 

As for the union, its leader¬ 
ship, too, Is worried about the 
performance of the post of¬ 
fice. 

“We’ve lost a considerable 
amount of mail to private en¬ 
terprise,” said Whittaker. 
“We don’t want to see the 
post office die.” 

And the union has its own 
recipe for solving the prob¬ 
lems. 

"They should leave the sort¬ 
ing to us. We know- how to 
sort mail. We know how it 
moves.”

. . . ‘wild man’ 


A voice 
against 
rampant 
atoms

Nobel laureate Hanne» Alf- 
v«*n. even with sword in hand 
and wearing a Viking helmet, 
scarcely bould project a fear¬ 
some Image. 

•Yet this slight, 68-year-old 
physicist with the easy smile, 
twinkling sky-blue eyes and 
mild manner has been de¬ 
scribed as “a gentle wild 
man.” a characterization sup¬ 
ported by one^ of his closest 
friends. 

"Yes,” laughed Dr. Gustaf 
Arrhenius, "that is a very 
good description. He is gentle 
in that he is not pushing ideas 
in flamboyant fashion and 
avoids the limelight. 

"And. he is wild in that he 
is such a bold thinker 
never taking anything for 
granted, always questioning 
ideas thought to he sacm- 
sanrt. always himself coming 
up with new ideas.” 

Alfven’has become a con¬ 
troversial figure both in the [ 
United States and Sweden be¬ 
cause of his position on nu¬ 
clear energy. Originally a 
aupporter and adviser in the 
nuclear energy field, he now 
questions the advisability of 
worldwide development be¬ 
cause of uncertainties of its 
ultimate effect on mankind. 

Alfven was plunged into 
public view last September, 
cast in the role of the nemesis 
of Swedish socialism. News 
reports said ATTven had been 
a key figure in determining 
the outcome of the Sept. 20 
•lection. Alfven said in an in¬ 
terview. the term key figure 
was an "exaggeration” but 
acknowledged that he might 
have had an influence. 

In the election, sheep ran¬ 
cher and Centre Party leader 
Thorbjorn Faelldin was elect¬ 
ed prime minister of Sweden, 
unseating Olof Palme. This 
termintated the 44-year reign 
of the Socialist Democratic 
Party which had constructed 
the model of all social welfare 
states. 

It now is generally acknowl¬ 
edged that the deciding issue 
leading to Faelldin’s victory 
was a debate over the govern¬ 
ment’s plan to build 13 new 
nuclear power plants. 

T>ate in the , campaign. 
Faelldin came out strongly in 
opposition to the nuclear op¬ 
tion. Campaign observers sub¬ 
sequently reported that Faell¬ 
din took that position mainly 
on the advice of Alfven. 

Alfven was asked to explain 
what he told Faelldin which, 
according to some news ac¬ 
counts, led the new prime 
minister "to stake his career |. 
on the issue.” 

"I told him what is happen¬ 
ing in this country,” Alfven 
•aid. “The pro-nuclear ar¬ 
gument* were transmitted by 
the pro-nuclear people in Swe¬ 
den. The important thing was 
fo transmit also the other 
view, namely that it was a 
highly controversial issue in 
this country. 

"My views are that I had 
been strongly pro-nuclear for 
a very long time but that the 
arguments - the critical ar¬ 
guments have to me be¬ 
come more and more convinc¬ 
ing.” Alfven replied. T 

presented both the pro- 
nuclear and the anti-nuclear 
arguments in what I think is a 
fair way.” 

"The third is that there are 
ao many other ways of solving 
the energy problem. The 
fourth is that, after all,” nu- 

"When I was young, scien¬ 
tists were apolitical. But after 
the Second World War it be¬ 
came more and more obvious 
to many of us that we must 
take the social responsibility. 

"This actually is something 
whieh emanated from the peo¬ 
ple who took part In the Man¬ 
hattan Project (which devel¬ 
oped the firet atomic bomb). 

It was evident science had re¬ 
leased forces so tremendous 
and so dangerous we could 
not leave them in the hands of 
politicians. It is neceasary for 
the scientists to take social 
responsibility for what we are 
doing.”

DEWITTVTLLE, Que. (CP) 

— Royce Ruddock says his 
neighbors here in Huntingdon 
County did worry at one point 
about the prospect of indepen¬ 
dence for Quebec. 

“Before the November elec¬ 
tion, there were all kinds of 
people^ who said if the Parti 
Quebecois comes in, they’d 
get out,” he said, smiling. 
“But I haven’t seen any leave 
yet.” 

The people of this English- 
speaking comer of Quebec 
seem unconcerned with the 
rhetoric of separatism they 
hear from Montreal and Que¬ 
bec City. 

Dewittville lies an hour’s 
drive south of Montreal, but it 
might as well be a million 
miles away. The farmers’ 
speech echoes the Scottish 
highlands and the notion that 
Quebec might secede from the 
rest of Canada is dismissed 
with a grin and a simple ex¬ 
planation: it will never hap¬ 
pen because only a small rad¬ 
ical minority of French Que¬ 
becers wants it. 

“I’m not going to lose any 
sleep over it,” said Marian 
Ruddock, 45, who with her 
husband runs the Dewittville 
general store. 

“I think it grew in the 
schools where you might have 
a few radicals,” she said. 
“And several years ago there 
may have been a few radical 
priests. They used to listen to 
their priests.” 

UN member 

Huntingdon County voters 
sent a conservative Union Na¬ 
tional member to the Na¬ 
tional Assembly in last No¬ 
vember’s elections, when the 
separatist Parti Quebecois, 
led by Rene Levesque, took 
control of the assembly for 
the first time. Levesque has 
promised a referendum cm 
secession in two to four years. 

But the PQ wxm only 41 per 
cent of the popular vote and 
public opinion polls show that 
only 20 per cent or less of the 
Quebec electorate supports in¬ 
dependence. 

“Levesque was elected, 
sure, but he wasn’t preaching 
separation at the time,” said 
Douglas McColm, 68, a retired 
businessman. “If he had run 
on separation, he’d have lost. 
He won’t get more than 15 per 
cent in a referendum.” 

Johnston Abraham, an 81- 
year-old retired dentist, 
agreed. He said the province 
could not go it alone because 
the trade lifeline between 
Quebec, rich in raw materi¬ 
als. and Ontario, the manu¬ 
facturing centre, makes it im¬ 
possible. 

French-Canadians are bet¬ 
ter off remaining in Confeder¬ 
ation, Abraham said. “They 
have made great advances 
under the aegis and support 
of the English.” 

No sympathy 

The French cause finds lit¬ 
tle sympathy on the plains of 
Huntingdon County, where the 
“Anglos” outnumber the 
French in Dewittville, a ham¬ 
let of 250, and in many other 
towns. In the province as a 
whole, the French are a four- 
to-one majority. 

The French complain that 
their province is not develop¬ 
ing as it should economically, 
and that federal government 
neglect is to blame. 

Is it a legitimate com¬ 
plaint? 

“Didn’t you read the Mon¬ 
treal Star this morning?” 
Mrs. Ruddock asked. “Look.” 

The English-language paper 
bannered a story reporting 
that Quebec will receive more 
than half of the 52.5 billinn in 
“equalization” funds the fed¬ 
eral go\'ernment allocates to 
Canada’s poorer provinces. 

In effect, the money comes 
from the “have” provinces of 
Onturio, Alberta and British 
Columbia. Quebec receives 
about one-third of its govern¬ 
ment revenues from Ottawa. 

There goes that money if 
they separate.” Mrs. Ruddock 
said. “No, they can’t com¬ 
plain.” 

Ruddock, 45, was asked if 
he’d consider selling his gen¬ 
eral stops and leaving Quebec 
if independence comes. 

“No,” he said. “But they’ll 
never separate. Levesque 
would have to get his man¬ 
date together, and he just 
doesn’t have it.’ 1 '

Don Shipley sits wrapped 
inside what appears to be an 
armed forces trencheoat 
while he sips hot cliocolate in 
-the empty Victoria Press caf- 
eteria. He looks exhausted 

The answer Vs simple. The " 
countdown is on for the Fri¬ 
day night gala opening of Put¬ 
tin’ on the Rit^: not much 
more than two weeks after 
Shipley went into rehearsal 
with the Irving Berlin revue 
with a handful of Victoria's 
most talented song and 
dance people. 

And by all accounts, direc¬ 
tor Shipley iinds himself with 
yet another gamble for The 
Belfry which a little more 
than a month ago was teeter¬ 
ing on the survival line. 

It was plain from The 
Belfry’s first days that Shi¬ 
pley wanted the centre to be 
something more than a book¬ 
ing house. But the time 
wasn’t right in those early 
months, while the accounts 
later in the year just wouldn’t 
allow any in-house produc¬ 
tions. 

And even now . so soon after 
the $30,000 L.I.P. lifebuoy, it’s 
still surprising that The 
Belfry can venture out on its 
own. But Sliipley said that the 
musical with its two-week run 
lias been kept to a ba re-bo nets 
budget. His salary as well as 
most of those involved are 
covered by the L.I.P. grant. 

As for the rest, such as 
headliner Bill Hosie as well as 
musical director Joan Beckow 
and choreographer Judith 
Marcuse, Shipley has some¬ 
how been able to persuade 
them to perform at almost bot¬ 
tom dollar rates. The other 
production costs were met by 
private interests in the com¬ 
pilin'ty. 

Tf the show takes off. Van¬ 
couver impresario David Y. 
H. Bui has first call on taking 
it into the Mainland city. And 
ttiere’s a good chance it 
might he played again this 
summer in Victoria. 

Yet Puttin’ on the Ritz is a 
bit of a departure for Shipley, 
whose latest work was Creeps 
for the Bastion and before that 
the much-talked-about work¬ 


shop production of the Medea 
at Stratford. 

“I didn’t know anything 
about Berlin till I started this 
but then I didn’t know any¬ 
thing about the Greeks either 
before the Medea.” said Shi¬ 
pley, whose exhausted look 
gave way to some animation 
as he whipped out newly- 
acquired Berlin anecdotes. 

The choice of Puttin’ on 
the Ritz met The Belfry’s and 
Shipley’s needs nicely at this 
point in its production liistory. 

”1 wanted something quite 
drastically different from 
Creeps,” said Shipley, who 
added he didn’t want The 
Belfry labelled right from the 
stdrt as the stage for one kind 
of theatre only. Tentatively 
Joanna Glass’ Canadian 
Gothic, American Modem fol¬ 
lows in The Belfry’s eclectic 
production plans. 

As well, Shipley needed a 
show' with strong appeal and 
a small cast. Joining Hosie 
are Dan Costain. Sheila 
McCarthy and Mary Swinton. 

Shipley said there were 
some jokes about the tour- 
member cast not being 
enough for the revue’s more 
than 60 songs, many from 
Broadway shows. For a while, 
there were hal£ serious 
thoughts of using the Busby 
Berkeley trick of mirrors and 
canned tap dancing to give 
the impression of a cast of 
thousands. 

As it. is. the two-man 
orchestra is swelled in 
number by a painted back¬ 
drop of musicians. 

The style of the show, de¬ 
spite its span from the 20s 
through the 30s, is kept in the 
Deco period. 

"That’s the classiest,” ac¬ 
cording to Shipley. who 
makes no bones that all those 
spiffy top hats and canes add 
greatly to the show'*s appeal. 

The more Shipley talks, the 


less of a gamble Puttin’ on 
the Riz sounds. He’s pretty 
certain of the drawing appeal 
in die community of Hosie 
and. to some extent. Costain. 

And then who hasn’t 
hummed a Berlin song? Or 
been touched by his roman¬ 
ticism? 

“Everyone from Nilsson to 
Streisand still sihgs them.” he 
said. 

Besides, the wait/, is mak¬ 
ing a comeback.

HOLLYWOOD - Produc¬ 
tion on an $8-million motion 
picture version of Star Trek, 
television's most popular 
science fiction aeries, is ex¬ 
pected to start by early sum¬ 
mer and be ready for theatres 
a year later. 

Current plans are for the 
entire cast of regulars from 
the TV show to re-create their 
roles in the movie and for 
some prominent movie stars 
to make guest appearances to 
help promote the Science-fic¬ 
tion adventure to general au¬ 
diences. 

The movie project had been 
stalled a couple of years, but 
it’s being expedited now. The 
first draft of the screenplay is 
due early this month at the 
Paramount Pictures studio of¬ 
fices of Star Trek in Holly¬ 



wood. A director has been 
hired. Producer Gene Rodden 
berry, who originated the TV 
series, and executive produc¬ 
er Jerry Isenberg are nego¬ 
tiating with a special-effects 
expert and a production de¬ 
signer to create a brand-new 
23rd Century starship En¬ 
terprise. 

It took the fans to get Star 
Trek off the drawing boards. 
Without any prompting from 
Paramount, the producers 
contend. Star Trek fan clubs 
waged a mail campaign last 
year that resulted in Pres¬ 
ident Ford’s receiving 400,000 
letteiB. The object? To per¬ 
suade the White House to 
name^ the first U.S. space 
shuttle The Enterprise in 
honor of the starship aboard 
which Star Trek was set each 
week for three seasons (79 ep¬ 
isodes) over NBC, beginning a 
decade ago. 

President Ford was 
impressed. So, at official cer¬ 
emonies, the seven-pasaenger 
space shuttle craft, due to 
make its first orbital flight 
into a space station in 1979, 
was unveiled to the public and 
christened The Enterprise 
last summer. Acknowledging 
public sentiment, the govern¬ 
ment. changed its initial plan 
to use the name. The Consti¬ 
tution, which was favored by 
NASA. 


first performed at Enrico 
Banducci’s Hungry I Dec. 23, 
1953. His brand of ’'intellec¬ 
tual'’ humor caught on quick¬ 
ly with the young and the hip 
of the hippest city in the Unit¬ 
ed States.

Part of the reason, he be¬ 
lieves, is fear of getting in¬ 
volved in resurrecting the 
Kennedy assaSTSlffarion. But 
Sahl said fhat despite endless 
discussion t>f the investiga¬ 
tion. there still is more to 
learn about the slaying. 

"I placed my career In 
great jeopardy by taking 
these people on and nobody 
helped me because they were 
afraid," Sahl said. 

Sahl slips gleefully from one 
topic to another — from poli¬ 
tics to drugs to television to 
his own re-lgnited career. 

"Elections are going to get 
worse,” he said. "America is 
. going to get totally, deathly ill 
Wore it gets better."

MONTREAL (CP) — Cana¬ 
dian-born actor Donald Suth¬ 
erland may have more unre¬ 
leased movies in the can than 
any other actor at this time. 

Roles in the unreleased 
films include a Fascist in Ber¬ 
nardo ’Bertolucci’s epic, Nove- 
cento 1900, the title role in 
Federico Fellini's Casanova, 
an IRA-Nazi assassin in John 
Sturges’s Second World War 
adventure The Eagle Has 
Landed and Dr. Norman 
Bethune in a CBC biography. 

Sutherland has not ap¬ 
peared on the screen in any¬ 
thing new since the Day of the 
Locust ip 1975. 

Bertolucci’s film may never 
be released because the film¬ 
maker delivered a 514-hour 
movie when his contract 
called for a 314-hour film. 

Sutherland said the film 
would have to gross about $16 
million before it broke even 
and North Americans might 
not want to sit through 514 
hours of Italian history. 

Now he is working on The 
Disappearance, thriller in¬ 
volving the disappearance of 
the wife of a* professional 
killer. The film, adapted from 
the novel Echoes of Celan¬ 
dine, by Derek Marlowe, is 
being shot here and in Eng¬ 
land. 

Of Casanova, he said North 
Americans have the wrong 
perception of the man consid¬ 
ered the world’s greatest 
lover.

MELBOURNE (Reuter) — 
Senior police say the spread 
of body-rub parlors and the 
related upsurge in murder, 
arson and rape have turned | 
Melbourne into the vice capi- I 
tal of Australia. 

The head of the city’s vice 
squad. Chief Inspector Fred | 
Silvester, says Melbourne, j 
with a population of two mil- \ 
lion, has more body-rub par¬ 
lors than cities twice the size. 

Parlors have been deliber¬ 
ately burned and employees 
raped. 

Melbourne’s murder rate is 
one every two days. 

Commenting on the recent 
murder of James Kelly, a 
prominent body-rub parlor 
owner and gambler, the in¬ 
spector said: “When there is 
as much vice as we have in 
Melbourne, it must attract vi¬ 
olent crime.*’ 

Kelly, 49, was shot early in 
the morning as he left his 
home in the fashionable sub¬ 
urb of Kew to collect the 
night’s takings from The Gen- j 
tie Touch, described by police 
as the most palatial body-rub 
parlor in Melbourne. 

He was killed by four shots 
from a .38 revolver, fired 
through a screen door from a 
distance of about seven feet. 

Detectives have been inves¬ 
tigating the theory that a pro¬ 
fessional assassin was sent I 
from Sydney for'the job. 

Silvester said: “The body- | 
rub parlor business is not only ^ 
illegal, it is a multi-million 
dollar operation. When you 
get a business that big, it 
must attract the greedy crim¬ 
inals to move in for their cut. 

“It’s a dirty business, with 
dirty rules — or no rules at 
all.” 

He estimated that there 
were more'than 200 body-rub 
parlors in Melbourne, employ¬ 
ing about 2,000 girls who 
earned an average of $500 a 
week. 

“For body-rub parlor, read 
brothel 99 per cent of the 
time,” he added. 

The inspector said police re¬ 
gularly check parlors for 
prostitution and allied of¬ 
fences and occasionally some¬ 
one is charged. But police 
were frustrated because the 
law did not empower them to 
close parlors. 

Most of them flourish amid 
the nightclubs, restaurants 
and bright lights of the su¬ 
burb of St. Kilda. 

With evocative names like 
The Body Shop. Magic Touch, 
Sweet Memories and The But¬ 
terfly, they offer customers 
$10 and $20 body rubs by 
“beautiful. charming and 
understanding’ ’ young 
women. 

While the operators amass 
big profits, reports of in¬ 
cidents involving violence, 
corruption and drug traffick¬ 
ing at the parlors increase. 

Police placed round-the- 
clock armed guards on two 
television reporters and their 
families when death threats 
followed a program about the 
body-rub parlor business in 
which a 13-year-old self- 
confessed heroin addict called 
Jennie said drugs were easily 
available in Melbourne par¬ 
lor*.

One of his recent films w’as 
Alien Thundef, a $2-million di¬ 
saster, directed by Claude 
Fournier and commissioned 
by the Royal Canadian Mount¬ 
ed Police for their centenary. 

Sutherland describes it as 
“a conflict of arrogance” in¬ 
volving Fournier, writer W. 
O. Mitchell, who removed his 
name from the picture, and 
himself. 

“I.offered to finance the re- 
editing of the movie, since we 
do not have any extraod¬ 
dinary editors in Canada,” he 
said. “I was trying to make, it 
an interesting picture.

West led from an honor 
hoping to develop a defensive 
trick for his side if and when 
East won the lead (it is 
reasonable to assume that 
declarer does not have all the 
aces when the bidding goes 
as it did). Declarer won the 
ace in dummy and “seeing a 
solid hand,” he lost no time in 
leading a trump from dummy 
to concede the trump ace and 
claim the slam. East played 
the trump seven and when 
declarer’s jack brought a dis¬ 
card from West, the jackpot 
had proved an illusion. East 
could not be prevented from 
taking two trump tricks and 
the slam slipped away from 
view. 

“Why didn’t you lead a 
heart to your king and play 
the first spade towards dum¬ 
my’s queen?” asked dummy. 
“In that manner you would 
have found out about West's 
void in time to take suc¬ 
cessive finesses against 
East’s trumps.”

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Oil attack: If Japan can't handle it, how can we?

Canada does not have the 
labor force or the equipment 
to handle a major oil spill. 

Social, economic as well as 
environmental damage will 
occur from a major spill, 
even if ‘’contingency planning 
and readiness is excellent.” 

These are just two of.sever¬ 
al conclusions from a report 
published by Environment 
Canada in October, 1976. on a 
spill in the Inland Sea of 
Japan, which resembles the 
region of islands and straits 
separating Vancouver Island 
from Washington stats.

winter to varities of seaweed 
and wildlife. 

Both regions, besides look¬ 
ing the same, have rich fish¬ 
eries connected to fertile es¬ 
tuaries. 

The ecological balance of 
these estuurtes, which act as 
source-pools for marine life, 
is delicate.

Oust blacks 
or lose aid, 
church told 

JOHANNESBURG (UPI) 

The South African govern¬ 
ment Wednesday ordered 
Roman Catholic schools that 
integrated their classrooms to 
expel jheir nonwhite students 
by the end ol this week. The 
church refused. 

In a showdown over the 
church’s recent defiance of 
South Afriva’s apartheid se¬ 
gregation laws, the adminis¬ 
trator of Transvaal Province, 
Sybrand van Niewerk, said he 
intended to “deregister” four 
Catholic schools that have ad¬ 
mitted black and colored 
pupils. 

The loss of accreditation 
would cut off financial sub¬ 
sidies the state gives to many 
private schools. 

Catholic officials did not 
think -the- -govern ment wou 1 d 
use force to carry out its 
orders or close the schools. II 
a school’s registration is with¬ 
drawn, a spokesman said, 
“the pupils and their work 
and examinations are not re¬ 
cognized.” 

A conference of South Afri¬ 
can bishops last week voted to 
integrate Roman Catholic 
schools in defiance of laws 
that separate black and white 
students. 

The Anglican Church has 
begun a series of meetings 
with government officials in 
attempts to follow- the Catho¬ 
lics, but with prior official 
sanction.

Robert SkeJly (NDP — Alberni) admitted Wed¬ 
nesday that he was a shareholder in an organization 
borrowing money from the B.C. Development Cor¬ 
poration a few years ago. 


Gary Lauk (NDP—Van¬ 
couver Centre) was then min¬ 
ister of economic develop¬ 
ment. 

Section 31 of the Develop¬ 
ment Corporation of British 
Columbia Act, approved by 
the Legislate in 1973 when 
the New Democratic Party 
was in power, forbids the 
lending of money to compa¬ 
nies in which any MLA holds 
shares. 

The act states: "The cor¬ 
poration shall not make a 
loan to, or invest in. any in¬ 
dustrial enterprise in which 
an MLA, directly or indirectly 
has a significant benefit.” 

Skelly told the Colonist 
Wednesday that he had- 
bought and was holding 
shares in the Alpine Car Co¬ 
operative in 1973 or 1974 when 
he introduced directors of the 
cooperative to then economic- 
development minister Gary 
Lauk. 

“I can’t remember the 
exact month or year,” he 
said, “but I w-as a sharehold¬ 
er at the time, I recall that. I 
just introduced them to the 
minister, who advised them to 
apply to BCDC for a loan, 
which they subsequently did.” 

Although Skelly couldn’t re¬ 
call specific dates, he said the 
application w-as for a loan of 
$55,003 and that Ihe applica¬ 
tion was approved and the 
money received. 

BCDC approved the loan for 
$55.0U0 on June 6, 1974. 

Skelly also said he couldn’t 
remember when he bought his 
shares in the Co-operative. “It 
was a little while after they 
got established,” he said. 

Asked again if he was sure 
he was a shareholder when he 
introduced the officials to 
Lauk, he answered without 
hesitation, “Yes, I’m sure I 
w-as a shareholder at that 
time.” 

Shares in the Co-operative 
were sold publicly in the Al¬ 
berni Valley at $45 each, with

Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams Wednesday fired the 
three-man Workers’ Compen¬ 
sation Board. 

Looking for new jobs as of 
Friday are vice-chairman 
John Berry and commis¬ 
sioners Terry Watt and 
George Kowbel. Berry has 
been associated with the WCB 
for more than 35 years. 

A new- chairman, vice-chair¬ 
man and two commissioners 
will be named on the day the 
board members leave their of¬ 
fices. Williams refused to 
name the new members until 
after his recommendations 
were approved by cabinet, 
sometime today. ^ 

The board chairman, Terry 
Ison, was fired by Williams a 
year ago- The WCB has been 
without a full-time chairman 
since then. 

In recent weeks, pressure 
has-mounted steadily for Wil¬ 


liams to name Ison’s succes¬ 
sor and get rid of the surviv¬ 
ing board members. 

He insisted Wednesday that 
his decision had nothing to do 
with demands from labor 
leaders, princ ipally the Inter¬ 
national Woodworkers of 
America. 

Liberal leader Gordon Gib¬ 
son (North Vancouver- 
Capilano) immediately tagged 
the wholesale firing “the 
Wednesday morning massa¬ 
cre,” and added that unless 
Williams could come up with 
a remarkable replacement 
team, work of the WCB would 
be severely impaired. 

New Democratic Party 
house leader William King 
(Revelstoke-SJoean) said he 
didn’t quarrel with the firing 
decision, but said he was con¬ 
cerned with Williams’ ability 
to attract independent 
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The new spending for the 
year starting April 1 was at¬ 
tacked by opposition spokes¬ 
men, with New Democratic 
Party Leader Ed Broad bent 
predicting the result would be 
higher unemployment. 

Don Mazankowski, treasury 
board critic for the Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives, said a 
measure of restraint was ex¬ 
ercised only by shifting the 
burden onto the provinces. 
Canadians still paid the bill. 

Andras conceded that a new 
federal-provincial cost-sharing 
agreement reached with the 
provinces in December would 
save the federal treasury $970 
million. 

Without that saving, the in¬ 
crease in spending for the 
coming fiscal year would 
have been 9.4 per cent, he 
said. 

While Andras says the gov¬ 
ernment plans to spend $45.12 
billion, it does not count an 
additional “contingency” 
amount of $372 million that 
treasury officials say will not 
likely be needed by the 28 fed¬ 
eral departments and nu¬ 
merous agencies. 

If this amount is included, 
the proposals for which the 
government is seeking parlia¬ 
mentary authority totals near¬ 
ly $46 billion. 

Andras told reporters the 
estimated figure showed that 
Ottawa was “getting its house 
in order.” 

The increased spending 
would not be inflationary, 
Andras said, even though it 
exceeded the •» government 
target of six-per-cent inflation 
by year-end. There was only 
”a remote relativity” between 
the spending figure and infla¬ 
tion, he said.

Vander Zalm fires back at city

William Vander Zalm 
launched a strong counter of¬ 
fensive Wednesday against 
the city of Victoria, claiming 
it was receiving “top-flight 
treatment” from the provin¬ 
cial government. 

The minister’s attack was an 
apparent response to a con¬ 
tinuing barrage from city 
council, which says the city 
isn’t getting a fair shake from 
the government.

But the minister went one 
step further. He told city 
council it had missed the op¬ 
portunity to make Victoria a 
beautiful city. 

Instead of the “old English 
city” it could be. Victoria w^as 
a mass of concrete, gasoline 
stations, hamburger stands 
and parking lots, Vander 
Zalm said. 


His remarks were later de¬ 
scribed as “crude and un¬ 
called for.” 

The minister’s freewheeling 
attack came during a speech 
to the Greater Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce at the 
Empress. 

The stage for the feud be¬ 
tween the provincial govern¬ 
ment and the city was set last 


January when Mayor Michael 
Young accused the govern¬ 
ment of being a “welfare 
bum” for not paying its fair 
share of property taxes. 

Vander Zalm told the audi¬ 
ence of about 250 he wanted to 
set the record straight. 

When the NDP took office, 
t^e said, the city was receiv¬ 
ing about $300,000 in property 
taxes from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 


When tlie Spcreds took of¬ 
fice, he said, the city was get¬ 
ting about $400,000. In just 14 
months since, iwwever, that 
had increased to just under 
$800,000. 

If a number of other bene¬ 
fits were added to this, 
Vander Zalm said, the city 
was receiving just about $1 
million a year. 

“That’s a wiwle lot belter 
than $400,000.” he said.

Island golf club had its beginnings in a cabbage patch

PORT ALICE — A pioneer-type B.C. golf dub 
in this North Island pulp mill centre, that was started 
in a cabbage patch and whose members once used 
a barge as a tee-off position, has marked its 50th 
anniversary with a big banquet and weekend 
celebration. 

The club’s nine-hole hillside "layout, located just 
a three-iron shot away from the Rayonier Canada 
pulp mill, was started by a group of Scottish jnill- 
workers who, according to old-timers, ,enlarged a 
cabbage patch and cleared a few trees for what 


eventually developed into a fine nine-hole course. 

At that time the community was situated right 
beside the pulp mill. When the town was relocated in 
1965 to Rumble Beach, four miles north, the golf 
course and dubhouse remained. 

Pioneer members recall that before the course 
was completed, the eighth tee was actually a flat 
barge in Neroutsos inlet and hazards included an 
Anglican Church in the centre of one of the fairways. 

The first clubhouse was a small community hall. 
With relocation of the town in the early 1960s, the 


Port Alice Golf Club obtained the framework of a 
former' school building and, with volunteer help, 
built a new dubhouse. This structure-was destroyed 
by fire in May of 1976. 

Smart new facilities have been constructed on 
the same site. The grand opening of the new building 
was pail of the 50th anniversary celebrations and 
other weekend activities. 

According to club records, the only charter 
member whose membership is continuous is that of 
Jimmy Gilmour, who was made a life member when

Dropped musicians 
- to try labor board

Three of the Victoria 
Symphony Orchestiy mu¬ 
sicians whose contracts 
were. not renewed last 
month are preparing to 
take their case to the B.C. 

I abor Relations Board, 
the Colonist learned Tues¬ 
day. 

The three were among 
five whose contracts were 
not renewed Jan. 31 in 
what symphony board 
chairman John Di Castri 
has termed a move to im¬ 
prove the quality of the 
orchestra by increasing 
its professional or core' 
membership from 15 to 
about 30. 

Yet according to a reli¬ 
able source at least three 
of the five were core or 
professional members of 
the 65-musicians orches¬ 
tra. 

According to the source, 
the three believe they 
were dropped from the 
orchestra, effective the 
end of the season, because 
of their opposition to mu¬ 
sical director Laszlo Gati, 
rather than for their mu¬ 
sical ability. It is on this 
basis that a lawyer is pre¬ 
paring their case for the 
LRB. 

‘‘The question of 
whether a contract is re¬ 
newed or not is always an 
artistic decision and not a 
political one.” Di Castri 
said. 

Gati was not available 
for comment. 

According to the source, 
there are musicians at

both the Conservatory of 
Music and the University 
of Victoria ready to vouch 
for the musical integrity 
of those involved. The 
source also said that Gati 
had never passed nega¬ 
tive comments on four of 
the five musicians in¬ 
volved, to the best of any¬ 
one’s knowledge. 

The latest conflict be¬ 
tween Gati and his 
orchestra began last 
August, when six 
members refused to con¬ 
tinue playing during an 
outdoor concert for fear of 
rain damaging their ex¬ 
pensive instruments. Gati 
took the six before a mu¬ 
sicians’ union trial board. 


which backed the conduc¬ 
tor. Subsequently the de¬ 
cision was overturned on 
appeal from the general 
membership. 

Two of the five whose 
contracts were not re¬ 
newed were among those 
who refused to play in the 
rain. 

As well, two of the five 
musicians were on the 
orchestra committee 
which brought, a con¬ 
troversial brief before the 
board. 

The brief notes a high 
rate of turnover in orches¬ 
tra membership, reaching 
30 per cent annually, com- - 
pared with 12 per cent 
elsewhere. 

The brief, which was 
sent to a sub-committee of 
the board, notes the im¬ 
porting of musicians while 
local players are avail¬ 
able as well as hiring of 
American musicians by 
unadvertised auditions. 

One of the sources said 
that according to a ques¬ 
tionnaire (similar to one 
circulated at other orches¬ 
tras) the musical director 
didn’t have the support of 
his musicians. 

The board, according to 
the source, remain^J**- 
hind Gati but there are 
signs this support is being 
re-evaluated. 

However, Di Castri said 
he couldn’t see ‘‘any 
major eruptions” taking 
place on the board. He 
said the question of the 
non-renewal of the con¬ 
tracts was an ‘‘internal 
situation.”

Cowichan school board 
looks at small increase

DUNCAN The Cowichan 
School District 65 budget for 
1977 has been adopted and ac¬ 
cording to the chairman of 
the board, Alan Hussey, prop¬ 
erty owners will experience a 
minimal increase.

right now we estimate the in¬ 


crease in the mill rate to 
about .2 of a mill,” he said 
this week.

Chairman Hussey said the 
only major new expenditure 
this year was the hiring of a 
purchasing agent, who he said 
should pay for himself by the 
savings made in having a 
tighter control of purchasing.

stand closed down his busi¬ 
ness simply because he can’t 
raise the loan which is some¬ 
thing in the order of $35,000.” 

According to the Oak Bay 
MLA, when Christian last met 
with one of Phillips’ officials, 
he w-as told he had wrongly 
financed his operation and 
was given a book to read as 
to how he could correct it. 


But since the man is almost 
blind, he couldn’t read it.

The jury of five men and 
one woman ruled negligence 
by John Crossley, 46» of 930. 
.McKenzie. 

It also recommended that 
the federal transport ministry 
institute a program of safety 
inspection for pleasure boats 
similar to the motor vehicles . 
inspection program, and that 
Sidney RCMP increase their 
safety checks of boats. 

Crossley was the owner of a 
20-foot pleasure craft which 
was found drifting off Bam- 
berton Point in the early 
morning of Jan. 23. 

Hubertina Crap. 43. of Vic¬ 
toria. and her two children, 
Hazel Arnold. 9. and Frank 
Arnold, 10, died in the mis- 
*hap. 

Their blood contained 50 per 
cent carbon monoxide, a path¬ 
ologist testified. 

Crossley was still in hospi¬ 
tal in satisfactory condition 
Tuesday although he had no 
recollection of events leading 
up to or including the acci¬ 
dent, and didn't i-ealize why 
-he is in hospital, Cpl. James 
Tysowski of Sidney RCMP 
said. 

A marine mechanic testified 
that the boat’s exhaust pij>e 
and manifold may have boon 
.separated for months or even 
years., 

‘ It looks like maybe some¬ 
body took it apart and 
* x.-ouidn’t get it back together 
again,” Thomas Ingram said, 
holding the exhaust pipe for 
the view ol tpe jury. 

Assorted pipe elbows and 
pieces of pipe had been put 
together to make up the ex¬ 
haust pipe, he said. 

Jean Carter, 35, and her 
four-year-old daughter, Dean¬ 
na. alscf survived. 

Ms. Carter told the inquest 
she had been informed by 
Mrs. Crap that at one time a 
friend of Crossley’* had been 
sick on the boat from carbon- 
morioxide poisoning, and hifc 
eyes had swollen up. 

The group was on a fishing 
trip from near Butchart Gar¬ 
dens, and went to Cowichan 


Bay for lunch. On the way 
back Ms. Carter heard a 
•‘grinding” noise from the en¬ 
gine and asked Crossley to 
turn it off. 

Crbssley said he wouldn’t be 
able to get the engine started 
if he shut it off, and he want¬ 
ed to get the party home by 
darkness, she said. 

She said the noise got 
worse, the temperature rose, 
and her eyes began to water. 

When Crossley lifted the en¬ 
gine cover, she said, it was 
"like heat rising off a sum¬ 
mer’s road.” 

Crossley yelled at Frank 
Arnold and Deanna Carter to 
get out of the cabin, she said, 
and they "weaved” their w’ay 
out. 


After grabbing her child 
and checking to see where the 
other two children were, she 
passed out, and the next thing 
she remembered was waking 
up in darkness. 

She said she realized some¬ 
thing was wrong because she 
couldn't stand up. She saw 
Frank Arnold in the cabin and 
he had foam on his mouth. 
She was unable to rouse any¬ 
body and was hysterical, but 
she realized she "had to do 
something” — so she struck a 
match, found the mast light 
and started flashing a signal. 

A fishboat came by and 
later picked up the occupants. 

Mrs. Carter also testified 
that during lunch in a cafe at 
Cowichan Bay the head of the 


boy. Frank, kept dropping to 
the table while he was eating 
his hamburger. She -said she 
also went to the bathroom 
alwxit five times. 

The adults thought he was 
dropping his head on the table 
to gain attention, she said. 
\\7ien they asked him what 
was wrong, he said “Noth¬ 
ing.” 

Crossley had taught the boy 
how to steer the boat, she 
said, and the boy steered it 
for a long period of time, 
almost the entire way into 
Cowichan Bay. 

She said he was directly be¬ 
hind the engine compartment 
when he was at the wheel.

Nanaimo man charged 
in brother’s murder

NANAIMO — A 30-year-old 
man has ljeen charged with 
second-degree murder follow¬ 
ing the stabbing death of his 
younger brother Tuesday. 

Stephen Foster Williams 
was remanded in custody 
until Monday when he a]>- 
peared in court Wednesday 
morning. Francis James Wil¬ 
liams. 23, died from a single 
stab wound from an eight-inch 
kitchen knife during what po¬ 
lice said was a family dispute 
at his home in Harewood. 

Two other people were in 
the house at the time of the 
stabbing and police said all 
four had been drinking. 

Meanwhile, a 50-year-old 
man whose body was found at 
his home here Tuesday had 
been dead about three 
months, Nanaimo RCMP said 
Wednesday. 

According to RCMP. the 
man had not been seen by 
frjends or his employer since 
December, but nobody be¬ 
came suspicious until a strong 
smell began emanating from 
ills house on Haliburton 
Street. 

Early indication^ were the 


man died from natural 
causes. Police said he had a 
kidney operation last fall and 
had been complaining it was 
not healing properly. 

The dead man’s name has 
been withheld pending no¬ 
tification of next of kin. 

Elsewhere, the body of 73- 


year-old David Wamock was 
discovered early Wednesday 
morning by a postman who 
became suspicious about the 
quietness of his house on 
Irwin Street. 

Police said the death was 
recent and foul play was not 
suspected.

Redevelopment in the area 
north of Tolmie Avenue — an 
area planned for high-density 
use —is being stalled because 
of a sewer capacity problem, 
municipal engineer Gifford 
Warren has told Saanich 
council’s public works com¬ 
mittee. 

Recommending upgrading 
of the city boundary sewer 
trunk at a cost of $1 million, 
Warren said' Tuesday that 
backups and overflows at 
manholes during maximum 
flow periods had been experi¬ 
enced. 

A temporary solution was 
achieved by diversion of the 
Brett Street lift station dis¬ 
charge into the Swan Lake 
N trunk, he ’Said, “but the per¬ 
manent solution is enlarge¬ 
ment or replacement of the 
city boundary trunk.” * 

Preliminary design for the 
trunk had established that a 
capacity problem also existed 
on the lower city boundary 
trunk which discharges, by 


agreement, into the Victoria 
system at the Cecelia Street 
lift station, he said. 

“Because we are exceeding 
the authorized flow, we can¬ 
not approve further re-devel¬ 
opment withn the catchment 
area — the area north of Tol¬ 
mie.” 

An expenditure of $150,000 
for first stage of work in cor¬ 
recting the problem will be 
recommended to council. An 
additional $15,000 was also 
recommended to complete a 
portion of the system crossing 
the Blanshard Street exten¬

The coffee surplus of yestei'- 
day is gone. There is enough 
to meet current demand, but 
not enough to quiet the fear of 
shortage tomorrow. 

That is why coffee prices ih 
North American grocery 
stores have more than dou¬ 
bled during the last 18 
months. 

The well-publicized frost of 
July. 1975, in Brazil, the larg¬ 
est grower, reduced the world 
coffee surplus to the point 
where another such disruption 
might cause an absolute 
shortage. 

As a result, producing coun¬ 
tries, taking advantage of the 
j>pssibility of shortage, raised 
their prices sharply. And 
many North American coffee 
companies, willing to pay th<* 
higher prices and immediate¬ 
ly passing them along, made 
a quick killing on the coffee 
they already held, but later 
absorbed some of the rising 
price. 

The 1975 frost cut produc¬ 
tions sharply in Brazil, but 
left enough green coffee beans 


on trees and in stockpiles to 
meet demand. Since the frost, 
their price has more than tri¬ 
pled, te $2.30 a pound from 
about €0 cents. 

In the current marketing 
year, the foreign agricultural 
service of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture estimates 
there will be «45.5 million 
bags, more than six billion 
pounds, available for export. 

World demand is expected 
to be about 50 million bag$. 
The difference can be made 
up from Brazil’s stockpile of 
about 25 million bags late last 
year. 

By dipping into the stock¬ 
pile, Brazil actually exerted 
more coffee in 1976 than in 
1975 — 15.6 million bass last 
year compared with 14.6 mil¬ 
lion a year earlier. 

Brazil and other producing 
eountries v needing as much 
money for the coffee as possi¬ 
ble to buy oil, tried for years 
to raise prices by withholding 
coffee from the market. 

In September. 1974, 18 pro¬ 
ducers accounting for more 
than 80 per cent of world ex¬ 
ports formally agreed to with-, 
hold about 16 million bags. 


But nothing worked. There 
was too touch coffee avail¬ 
able. 

By February. 1975. the price 
of coffee actually had de¬ 
clined 20 per cent Trom 1974. 
Then nature stepped in. 

On July 17, 1975, a freezing 
wind brought lrost to Brazil’s 
.major coffee-producing states. 
The Brazilians say the crop 
was cut to between five and 
6Va million bags — a drop of 
70 to 80 per cent from the 
year before. 

The frost jolted the world 
coffee market, but reduced 
supply was not the same as 
absolute shortage. 

Brazil had already complet¬ 
ed harvesting the coffee that 
would he sold in 1975 and had 
its stockpiles of about 25 mil¬ 
lion bags to draw on during 
the three years needed for 
newly-planted coffee trees to 
start bearing beans. 


The- tear of shortage took 
hold, however. 

Producing countries with¬ 
held their coffee from the 


market until they could gauge 
the frost's impact; Brazil did 
not resume exports until Aug.

You can avoid buying a new 
pattern if you are adept at 
changing a pattern you al¬ 
ready have. The three things 
we most often want to change 
are sleeves, cuffs and collars. 

A sleeve from one pattern 
can be used with another pat¬ 
tern — without alteration — 
provided both patterns are the 
same size and same basic 
style. For example, a set-in 
sleeve can’t be transferred to 
a dress with an off-the- 
shoulder sleeve and vice-ver¬ 
sa. 

Although it’s easy to switch 
a ouff from pattern to pat¬ 
tern, sometimes it’s helpful to 
make a pattern from a cuff on 
a ready-to-wear garment. For 
this kind of .pattern-making I 
use a see-through paper sold 
by the yard like fabric. 

To copy a contoured cuff 
from a ready-to-wear gar¬ 
ment, cut a rectangle of 
trace-a-pattem large enough 
to go around the entire cuff 
plus seam allowances. Pin the 
trace-a-pattem in the centre 
of the cuff with the pins going 
vertically and horizontally.

Place pins all along the seam¬ 
lines of the cuff, making sure 
the trace-a-pattem lies 
smooth over the cuff. 

Mark all of the pin spots 
along the seamline with a pen 
before you unpin the trace-a- 
pattem. Then connect the 
dots. If one particular mark 
seems out of line, ignore it 
and preserve the over-all 
shape. 

Now that you have traced 
the shape of the contoured 
cuff, add a %-inch seam al¬ 
lowance all around. Measure 
for button placement and 
mark your pattern according¬ 
ly. Draw r a grainline on your 
pattern by connecting two di¬ 
agonal points (see sketch).. 


This will put the contoured 
cuff on the bias and enable it 
to curve around the wrist 
smoothly. 

To change a collar without 
making major changes on the 
bodice keep one rule in mind: 
The neckline edge must re¬ 
main the same. You might 
use Trace-a-Pattem to copy a 
favorite ready-to-wear collar. 
Keep a manila fodder with 
your tracings in it in case you 
want to use that collar or cuff 
again. 

To add height to a standing 
collar, slit the pattern length¬ 
wise and add the desired 
amount of width. This 
changes neither the neck nor 
the finished collar edge.

EDMONTON (CPV — He- 
leen McLeod, assistant super¬ 
intendent of pupil services for 
the Edmonton public school 
board, disagrees with the 
opinion that a school adminis¬ 
trator has to be “highly au¬ 
thoritative with people, pre¬ 
ferably over 55, and male.” 

Ms. McLeod, 35, doubts 
that, even with encourage¬ 
ment, many more women will 
seek out administrative jobs. 

“Some of the reasons are 
quite subtle. The women tend 
to think this is going to be 
their whole life. Many young 
female teachers mistake their 
strengths for weaknesses and 
think that because they’re pri¬ 
marily interested in kids and 
parents and the community 
that they’re less qualified for 
a top administrative role. 

“But that interest is what 
it’s all about.” 

Ms. McLeod said many 
women forgo promotion for 
family reasons. 

“For good or bad, if you’re 
going to raise a family there 
has to be at least as much 
commitment for that as 4 for 
your job. 

“Many women think it’s un¬ 
reasonable to think they could 
do a job like this well and still 
raise children.” 

She started as a counsellor- 
teacher in 1961 after leaving 
university, and combined 
work with university master’s 
and doctoral studies, a sum¬ 
mer research project in 
Greenland and consulting 
duties with several city agen¬ 
cies. 

In 1972 she applied for a job 
as acting director Of coun¬ 
selling services and, to her 
surprise, got the job. A year 
ago she became assistant -su¬ 
perintendent. 

Now, she said, “I feel peo¬ 
ple are watching me, partly 
as myself, and partly as a 
woman.” 

“I feel a great sense of re¬ 
sponsibility to do well ... for 
other women.” 

Ms. McLeod said that alter 
15 years erf work in schools 
she has become an optimist.

. . . ‘wiki man’ 

A voice 
against 
rampant 
atoms

Nohel laureate Hannes Alf¬ 
ven. even with sword in hand 
and wearing a Viking helmet, 
scarcely could project a fear¬ 
some image. 

Yet this slight, 68-year-old 
physicist with the easy smile, 
twinkling sky-blue eyes and 
mild manner has been de¬ 
scribed as “a gentle wild 
man," a characterization su|h 
ported by one of his closest 
friends. 

“Yes.” laughed Dr. Gustaf 
Arrhenius, ‘ that is a very 
g«)od description. He is gentle 
in that he is not pushing ideas 
in flamboyant fashion and 
avoids the limelight. 

“And, he is wild in that he 
is such a bold thinker 
never taking anything for 
granted, always questioning 
ideas thought to- be sacro¬ 
sanct. always himself coming 
up with new- ideas.” 

Alfven has become a con¬ 
troversial figure both in the 
United States and Sweden be¬ 
cause of his position on nu¬ 
clear energy. Originally a 
supporter and adviser in the 
nuclear energy field, he now 
questions the advisability of 
worldwide development be¬ 
cause of uncertainties of its 
ultimate effect on mankind. 

Alfven was plunged into 
public view last September, 
cast in the role of the nemesis 
of Swedish socialism. News 
reports said Alfven had been 
a key figure in determining 
the outcome of the Sept. 20 
election. Alfven said in an in¬ 
terview. the term key figure 
was an ‘ exaggeration” hut 
acknowledged that he might 
have had an ‘influence. 

In the election, sheep ran¬ 
dier and Centre Party leader 
Thorbjorn Faelldin was elect¬ 
ed prime minister of Sweden, 
unseating Olof Palme. This 
termintated th& 44-year reign 
of the Sociaj/st Democratic. 
Party which v>ad constructed 
the model of all social welfare 
states. 

It now is generally acknowl¬ 
edged that the deciding issue 
leading to Faelldin’s victory 
was a debate over the govern¬ 
ment’s plan to build 13 new 
nuclear power plants. 

Late in the campaign. 
Faelldin came out strongly in 
opposition to the nuclear op¬ 
tion. Campaign observers sub¬ 
sequently reported that Faell¬ 
din took that position mainly 
on the advice of Alfven. 

Alfven was asked to explain 
what he told Faelldin which, 
according to some news ac¬ 
counts, led the new prime 
minister “to stake bis career 
on the issue.” 

“I told him what is happen¬ 
ing in this country,” Alfven 
said. “The pro-nuclear ar¬ 
guments were transmitted by 
the pro-nuclear people in Swe¬ 
den. The important thing was 
uj to transmit also the other 
viewr 1 namely that it was a 
highly controversial issue In 
this country. 

"My views are that I had 
been strongly pro-nuclear for 
a very long time but that the 
arguments the critical ar^ 
guments have to me be¬ 
come more and more convinc¬ 
ing.” Alfven replied. "So, I 
presented both the pro- 
nuclear and the „ anti-nuclear 
arguments in what I think is a 
fair way." 

"The third is that there are , 
so many other ways of solving 
the energy problem. The 
fourth is that, after all, nu- ■ 

"When I'was young, scien- j 
fists were apolitical. But after 
the Second World War it be¬ 
came more and more obvious 
to many of us that we must 
take the social responsibility. 

"This'actually is something 
which emanated from the peo¬ 
ple who took part in the Man¬ 
hattan Project (which devel¬ 
oped the first atomic bomb). 

Ii was evident science had re¬ 
leased forces so tremendous 
and so dangerous we could 
not leave them in the hands of 
politicians. It is necessary for 
the scientists to take social 
responsibility for what we are 
doing.”

Pait of the reason, he be¬ 
lieves, is fear of getting in¬ 
volved in resurrecting the 
Kennedy assassination. But 
Sahl said that despite endless 
discussion of the investiga¬ 
tion. there still is more to 
learn about the slaying. 

"I placed my carper in 
great jeopardy by taking 
..these people on and nobody 
helped me because they were 
afraid.” Sahl said. 

Sahl slips gleefully from one 
topic to another from poli¬ 
tics to drugs to television to 
his own re-ignited career. 

“Elections are going to get 
worse,” he said. “America is 
going to get totally, deathly ill 
before it gets better.”

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Oil attack: Ip Japan can t handle it, how can we? 


Fir st of three parts

Canada does not have the 
labor force or the equipment 
to handle a major oil spill. 

Social, economic as well as 
environmental damage will 
occur from a major spill, 
even if "contingency planning 
and readiness is excellent.” 

These are just two of sever¬ 
al conclusions from a report 
published by Environment 
Canada in October, 1976, on a 
spill in the Inland Sea of 
Japan, which reaembles the 
region of islands and straits 
separating Vahcouver Island 
from Washington state. 


Surrounded by three main 
islands, and dotted with 
smaller ones, the Inland Sea 
is almost identical to the re¬ 
gion around Vancouver Is¬ 
land, Georgia Strait and 
Puget Sound. 

The similarities range from 
the rugged coastline and pine 
forests to the strong tides; 
trom water temperatures in 
winter to varities of seaweed 
and wildlife. 

Both regions, besides' look¬ 
ing the same, have rich fish¬ 
eries connected to fertile es¬ 
tuaries. 

The ecological balance of 
these estuaries, which act as 
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source-pools for marine life, 
is delicate. 

Large oil tankers are being 
built larger ail the time, not 
only to transport more oil but 
also to attract investors and 
increase profits. The tankers, 
some of them in violation of 
safety regulations, ply Juan 
de Fuca and Georgia straits 
every day. 

Tankers of the same type 
al6o make their way up and 
down the Inland Sea coastline 
euch day. 

But there is a major dif¬ 
ference between the two re¬ 
gions. other than the latitude 
or the language. 

Thp Inland Sea is still feel¬ 


ing the effects of an oil spill 
that occurred about two years 
ago at the Mitsubishi Oil 
Company refinery in Mizushi- 

ma! 

The refinery, completed in 
1961, is one of Japan’s most 
modem facilities, not only in 
its public sensitivity but also 
in its capacity for processing 
270,000 barrels of crude oil a 
day.

Robert Skelly (NDP — Alberni) admitted Wed¬ 
nesday that he was a shareholder in an organization 
borrowing money from the B.C. Development Cor¬ 
poration a few years ago. 


Gary Lauk «NDP—Van¬ 
couver Centre) was then min¬ 
ister of economic develop¬ 
ment. 

Section 31 of the Develop¬ 
ment Corporation of British 
Columbia Act, approved by 
the Legislature in 1973 when 
the New Democratic Party 
was in power, forbids the 
lending of money to compa¬ 
nies in which any MLA holds 
shares. 

The act states: "The cor¬ 
poration Shall not make a 
loan to, or invest- in, any in¬ 
dustrial enterprise in which 
an MLA, directly or indirectly 
has a significant benefit.” 

Skelly told the Colonist 
Wednesday that he had 
bought and was holding 
shares in the Alpine Car Co¬ 
operative in 1973 or 1974 when 
he introduced directors of the 
co-operative to then economic 
development minister Gary 
Lauk. 

"I can’t remember the 
exact month or year," he 
said, "but I was a sharehold¬ 
er at the time. I recall that. I 
just introduced them to the 
minister, who advised them to 
apply to BCDC for a loan, 
which they subsequently did." 

Although Skelly couldn’t re¬ 
call specifid dates, he said the 
applicatiorr was for a loan of 
$55,000 and that the applica¬ 
tion was approved and the 
money received. 

BCDC approved the loan for 
$55,000 on June 6, 1974, 

Skelly also said he couldn’t 
remember when he bought his 
shares in the Co-operative. "It 
was a little while after they 
got established," he said. 

Asked again if he was sure 
he was a shareholder when he 
Introduced the officials to 
Lauk, he answered without 
hesitation.

Vander Zalm fires back at city 


The new spending for the 
year starting April 1 was at¬ 
tacked by opposition spokes¬ 
men, with New Democratic 
Parly Leader Ed Broadbeni 
predicting the result would be 
higher unemployment.

The stage for the feud be¬ 
tween the provincial govern¬ 
ment and Uie city was set last 


January when Mayor Michael 
Young accused the govern¬ 
ment of being a “welfare 
bum” for not paying its fair 
share of property taxes.

Hospital phase-in 
but nobody really

Boxcar 4 liC 
fire lasts 
three hours 

Victoria firefighters fought 
a boxcar arson fire at Tyee 
Road Wednesday for about 
three hours, until 9:30 p.m.. 
and while fighting this fire 
were called on a false alarm 
to the Alkazar Mansion on 
Fairfield.

In building the new new 
hospital, which will eventually 
have 500 beds and completely 
replace the existing VGH fa¬ 
cility, the emphasis will be on 
costly full-size departments 
designed to accomodate the 
full 500-bed facility, even 
though only 300 beds will be 
provided by 1981. This will 
make the best use of “scarce 
capital dollars.” said the proj¬ 
ect building committee, which 
made the over-all recommen¬ 
dation to the board. 

Still to be determined is just 
how the two divisions of the 
hospital can be split without 
affecting patient care. 

John Clark, hospital plan¬ 
ning director, said this would 
be the subject of the “func¬ 
tional planning” process to. 
take place, over the next two 
months. 

"It will be difficult,” given 
the restraints on hospital size 
and financing, Clark admit¬ 
ted, "but it won’t be impossi¬ 
ble.” 

The commission’s outside 
consultant, Dr. Peter Hart, in 
a report made public at 
Wednesday’s meeting, fully 
agreed that the task of split¬ 
ting the hospital was forrhid- 
able. 

After looking at the 300-169 
bed split from three different 
directions, Hart concluded 
there was only one way to do 
it : Put acute-care beds at the 
northern division and “sub¬ 
acute” at the southern. 

Furthermore, the northern 
division should be a minimum 
of 350 beds, rather than 300, 
and .no more renovations than 
necessary for the southern di¬ 
vision’s cub-acute care role 
should be made. 

Hart’s recommendation 
would mean the loss of 169 
acute-care beds for the region 
until the new hospital could 
be expanded to full capacity. 

The hospital planning com¬ 
mission’s final decision did 
not mollify four members of 
the Victoria Medical Associa¬ 
tion — Drs. Peter Banks, Don 
Carlow, John Hough and Nor¬ 
man Bailey — who attended 
the meeting: 

Banks said the doctor’s 
main concern was safety, and 
in a written brief to the com¬ 
mission he said any division 
of the hospital which would 


i>ut patients with acute cases 
in both divisions could result 
in some serious problems with 
emergency cases. 

“It is our opinion that this 
new type of division would, in 
fact, be etllremely unsafe and 
would lay ot>en those responsi¬ 
ble to legal procedure from 
the relatives of the de¬ 
ceased.” 

Banks said members of the 
medical staff had met the 
consultant, Hart, on Saturday, 
and in referring to the idea of 
splitting the hospital, Hart 
had said % ‘I agree, this is 
crazy.” 

Clark responded that he 
was “very disturbed that Dr. 
Hart, after meeting the proj¬ 
ect building committee only 
the day before talking to the 
doctors, and fully agreeing at 
that time to I he committee’s 
recommendation, had changed 
his recommendation." 

Commissioner Terry Pren¬ 
tice also criticized the consul¬ 
tant, this time for saying in 
his report to the project build¬ 
ing committee that the 300-169 
split was not feasible. 

"f am concerned that when 
the consultant is asked to 
come back with a functional 
plan for a 300-bed hospital, he 
says, don’t do it. We should 


make it clear that the consul¬ 
tants are to- vyork to their 
terms of reference, or we will 
have to find another consul¬ 
tant." 

Regional hospital board 
chairman Art Young cri¬ 
ticized leaking of the consul¬ 
tant’s report to other people. 

“Only four people had that 
report, and yet Dr. Banks and 
other doctors were quoting 
from it in the press. This is 
really disturbing.” 

Commissioner Dr. Donald 
Shorting complained that the 
whole exercise was futile, 
since Health Minister Robert 
McClelland appeared to be 
making all the decisions any¬ 
way. 

"It is well known that Vic¬ 
toria has the most obsolete 
acute-care facilities in the 
country." Shorting said. “The 
way the minister is behaving, 
this committee is unneces¬ 
sary." 

Shorting questioned whether 
even Hart’s sole recommend¬ 
ed course of action was {)ossi- 
ble. The term "sub-acute 
care" was meaningless, he 
maintained. 

He said that 500 beds imme¬ 
diately, even at a cost of 550 
million, would be the least ex¬ 
pensive course of action in the 
long run.

Victoria police said the 
man, Hans Christians of 1692 
Alderwood, was alone in the 
planing room, apparently try¬ 
ing to adjust the planer, when 
his right arm was pulled into 
the metal, belt-driven rollers. 
The planer is used to take the 
rough edges from wood. 

Christians Was found some 
time later, at about 4:40 p.m., 
by an employee who noticed 
that wood had stopped coming 
out of the machine in the next 
room. 

When Christians was found, 
the machine was still running. 

Police said he had severe 
lacerations to his right arm 
and the left side of his face, 
which was against the rollers 
when he was discovered. 

The planing machine at the 
mill is about 35 feet long and 
five feet wide, police said, 
and consists of a feederin one 
room, a planer in the next 
room, and receiving end in a 
thijxi ropm. Christians nor¬ 
mally worked in the feeder 
room, and had gone to the 
next room apparently to 
adjust the wood in the planer. 

A spokesman at Royal Jubi¬ 
lee Hospital said late Wednes¬ 
day night that Christians was 
in fair condition.

Budget talk real sleeper at region board

Hammer played sandman 
Wednesday afternoon. 

His preamble to budgetary 
discussion put Metchosin 
director Mac Tipton to sleep 
at a Capital Region Board 
planning committee meeting. 

Tipton had to be nudged 
awake by his neighbor. Esqui¬ 
mau Mayor Art Young as 
Hammer droned on about "fi¬ 
nancial capability to imple¬ 
ment metropolitan infra¬ 
structure” and "the fofmula- 
t i o n of decision-making 
frameworks.” —

store for com m i t t e e 
.members, who will be tack¬ 
ling Hammer's projosed bud¬ 
get again next week. 

A start was made on cutting 
Hammer’s proposed 5420.900 
budget during a three-hour 
session Wednesday. 

The committee eliminated a 
program titled "financing the 
rate and scale of growth” a 
$50,000 item which Hammer 
called a \ital planning task. 

The planning department 
w'as prepared to total the 
costs of sendees and other ex¬ 
penses incurred during devel¬ 
opment and set that against 
possible means of financing 
those expenses. 


Also chopped was a coastal 
lands resource management 
policy which, for $58,000, 
would take "an inventory of 
physical and biological shore- 
land processes and identity 
sensitive areas to be protect¬ 
ed from indiscriminate en¬ 
croachment and alteration. 

If anyone wanted such an 
inventory, the committee de¬ 
cided. they could commission 
It 

Saanich Mayor Ed Lum 
said Saanich has such a re¬ 
port, and had decided to use it 
as background only, and to ig¬ 
nore recommendations. 

A transportation study In 
the district would take almost 


half of the proposed budget, 
and Hammer was told to re¬ 
turn to the next budget ses¬ 
sion with orders to cut the 
program. 

Committee members 1 felt 
tlie department would be un¬ 
able to complete the study, 
and some of the projected 
$210,000 would be surplus at 
year’s end. 

Various committee 
members were doubtful about 
the value of Hammer’s plan¬ 
ning reports. 

“The test of any study is 
the use it i6 put to," Victoria 
Aid. Milrray Glazier re¬ 
marked. * 

“I haven’t seen much from 


these studies taking lipid. 

"Studies are being done, pil¬ 
ing up and going through with 
very little in- the way of ab¬ 
sorption. 

“I try to look through the 
studies, and I am always 
comforted by the fact that 
there will be another one that 
will summarize the one I am 
reading.” 

Hammer said it was dif¬ 
ficult to evaluate studies until 
all inforination had been 
generated. 

He said a housing study has 
lieen distributed, and copies 
have been requested by fed¬ 
eral. provincial, and copstruc- 
tion people. The information 


in the reports, he believed, 
would ensure that housing 
conformed with housing re¬ 
quirements. 

Glazier suggested that plan¬ 
ning priorities are wrong 
when half of the budget is 
devoted to a transportation 
study, and small amounts to 
regional plari administration 
(540,000) and an economic- 
base survey ($11,000). 

Lum served notice that He 
would endeavor to have the 
planning budget cut wherever 
he could. 

"We are going to hhve to do 
that with our own municipal 
budget, and we should do that 
in this area, too,” he said. 
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
